ALBANY, March 24.—Governor Smith 
let it. be known today that measures 
to carry out his reorganizatiof of the 
State Government through constitutional 
amendment will be reintroduced in the 
State Senate soon after he starts on-a 
tour of the State within two weeks. 
The Governor hopes: to create enthus- 
jiasm for his reorganization program 
which will exert pressure on the. Re- 
publican Assembly .to pass the bills, 
when they come before. that Risso a 
second time. 

Two of the three constitutional amenda- 
ments suggested by the Governor were 
practically ‘killed in the Assembly dur- 
ing the last week when the. lower house 
voted’ to accept the adverse report of 
the Judiciary Committee. The measures 
killed provided for an executive budzet 
and a four-year term for Governor. The 
third bill, providing “for a reorganiza- 
tion: of the State’s-187 bureaus, depart- 
ments and agencies into nineteen dis- 
tinct departments and reducing the 2let- 
tive State. officials to Governor, Lisu- 
‘tenant’ Governor and.

ADMITTED KILLING 


Brother-in-Law Says She Told 
Him Within an Hour After 
Contractor’s Death. 


SHE FEARED DESERTION 


Quoted as Having Said if She 
Could Not Have Schneider 
No One Else Should. 


District Attorney Edward J. Glennon 
of: the Bronx announced yesterday that 
William Turc, brother-in-law of Mrs. 
Anna Buzzi, who, was. arrested Iast 
Thursday asthe sisyer of Frederick 
Schneider, former -army Captain and 
well-to-do contractor,\had told hiny that 
within an hour of the shooting Mrs; 
Buzzi declared to Ture. that she had 
killed Schneider. 

The prosecutor's statement came after 
he had been informed that. Samtel ‘H. 
Goldstein, Turc’s counsel; had made a 
statement’ to that effect. Mr. Goldstein 


had also quoted’ his client -as telling 


the” prosecutor & few minutes before, 
‘that when he gave Mrs. Buzzi the pistol 
which was found‘on the seat of the auto- 


mobile beside the. body of the contractor 


on:-the- afternoon of. Feb. 26 last, she}

WEST PALM BEACH, Fla., March 
24.—Requests that the -original copy of 
the will of Richard Croker, former 
leader of .Tammany Hall, be sent to 
Dublin, has been received by County 
Judge C. E. Chillingworth.

The Prosecu- 
tor made a, stirring two-hour appeal, 
with its dramatic climax,’ at the trial in 
the Supreme Court, which, heretofore 
poorly attended, was tonight crowded. 

He declared that Archbishop Zepliak 
and Vicar General Butchkavich, who re+f 
quested the Polish Governnient for as- 
sistance, and the two priests, who’ urged 
their congregations to defy the Soviet 
“authorities, were dangerous and there- 
fore deserving of the highest penalty. 

‘““They are people Who will never re- 
pent,’’ declared the Prosecutor. ‘We 
demand this punishment not because we 
are bloodthirsty, but because this,is a 
political necessity. We must safeguard 


our régime. These groups are greatly 
mistaken in.thinking they need not 
obey the Soviet laws. For ts there are 
no fetishes in politics; wé cannot recog- 
nize the defence‘ that they mtst obey 
the canons of the Church and that first 
they are priests and. afterward citizens.’’

Sergeant Major Garthwaite while in 
Albany. has made many friends, He is 
an active member of Admiral Coghlan 
Post, Veterans of Foreign Wars, and a 
Mason and an Elk.

In spite of his fifty years of service 
Sergeant Major Garthwaite is in the 
pink of condition.

After his enlistment in 1872 he served 
for six years in the Asiatic fleet, visit- 
ing Hongkong, Nagasaki, Singapore 
and other ports in the Far East. He 
sailed on the Uy S. S. Monocacy for 
300 miles up the Yang-tse Kiang River 
on the first voyage ever made up that 
river by a man o’ war.

PARIS, March 24 (Associated Press.)

TO GIVE EXHIBITION HERE 


Demonstration of Success of Experl- 
ments by Dr. tee de Forest to 
Be Made at Rivoli Theatre. 


Invisible ray signaling systems, which 
were developed during the war for the 
Allies by Dr. R. W. Wood of Johns 
Hopkins. University..and. Dr. ‘Theodore 
W. Case, have already been worked 
over to produce weird light effects in 
Broadway shows and are now under- 
going a firther transformation in the 
talking-film apparatus which has been 
developed by Dr. Lee de Forest to a 
point where a demonstration will be 
held within two or pe weeks at the 
Rivoli Theatre. 

The work of Dr. Wood and Dr. Case 
Have both been used, according to Dr. 
dé Forest, in the process which he has 
invented for photographing speech, or 


registering sound on the edge of the/| bes 


film, so that the voice and picture can 
be reconstructed together. 

The signaling system invented by Dr. 
Wood during the war was based on the 
production of a strong ultra-violet light | 57 
and an exceedingly sensitive surface 
which reacted when this light was 
trained on it from great distances. The 
ultra-violet rays, generated on a ship 
at night, would be invisible to an enemy. 
in the immediate neighborhood, -but 
could. be picked up with the aid of a 
tel ph instrument and a_ sensitive 
surface by a friendly ship using this 
system of communication. A properly 
treated surface lengthens the short 
wave-length ultra-violet rays, trans- 
forming them into visible lights. Dif- 
ferent chemicals: change the ultra-violet 
rays to different kinds of visible light, 
and this is at the bottom of the use of 


the war invention for the musical show 
and other scenic purposes. ; 


Process Seems Like Magic. 


Nobody can see where the ultra-violet 
light comes from, and different colors 
show up here and there against a black, 
ground by a process like magic to the 
ordinary spectator. .Under the invisible 
rays white beauties become dusky belles, 
with teeth and eyeballs glowing bluishly, 
while fabrics which were of one color 
under ordinary light glow with a variety 
of tints under the ultra-violet rays. This 
effect was first demonstrated by Dr. 
Wood before the American Association 
for the Advancement of Science at Balti- 


more, but was promptly turned to ac- 
count by Zilegfeld’s Follies, the Winter 
Garden and a aunher of other shows. 
It is used now as a window-dressing 
feature in a number of shops in New 


York. 

Another signaling system of similar 
pe worked out by Dr. Case has been 
uged by Dr. de Forest in producing the 
talking film or “ phonofilm.” One of 
the great difficulties was to find sub- 
stances so sensitive that they would do 
away with inertia or lag in the various 
translations of sound waves to light va- 
riations and of light variations to elec- 
trical variations. The use of selenium 
to translate light variations into electri- 
cal variations is well known, but sele- 
nium is not sensitive enough for the 
extremely fine work needed for .the 
phetomsaphing of sound. A photo-elec- 
tric cell far. more sensitive than selenium 
had to be. found. 


Used Two Types of Cells. 


**I have used two types of photo-elec- 
tric cells with my reproducer,’’ said Dr. 
de Forest, ‘‘ the so-called Kuntz potas- 
sium mirror photo-electric cell and the 
less known but more sensitive and re- 
Hable Thallafide cell ef Theodore W. 
Case. This cell has been perfected after 
months of patient research by Dr. Case

The horse loses exclusive right to the 
bridle paths of Central Park under a 
ruling just made by the Department of 
Parks, with the consetn of Mayor Hy- 
lan, for the benefit of long-distance run- 
ners who will train during the Summer 
for the Olympic games to be held ifn 
1924, Equestrians will be barred from 
the bridle. paths from 7 until 9 o'clock in 
the evening on three days of each week 
beginning April 1. The horse lost 
supremacy on the Speedway two years 
ago.

Speaking by Radlo. 


Many lecturers and speakers appear- 
ing before the microphone in a radio 
atudio broadcast some sort of an apol- 


ogy as the introductory remarks. More 
than one radio speaker has opened his 
talk with the words, ‘‘ I am not a speak- 
er, but—'’ Unlike the gathering in a 
banquet hall, auditorium or, lecture hall 
the radio audience can. ‘‘ walk out” 
without interrupting or embarrassing 
the speaker or attracting the attention 
of other listeners. Lecturers have often 
held the attention of “an audience 
throughout the talk because of courtesy 
and respect of the assembly. The'‘ether 
lanes nT vibrate with hun- 
dreds of voices and it is not discourteous 
to shift from one wave len to an- 
other. There is great competition in 
the air. 

The instant a speaker sending his 
voice into space by radio tells the lis- 
teners he cannot speak hundreds, if not 
thousands, of the audience may be lost.

Assen Compas Asst oh 
Helping Bear Rumanian Money 
on the Paris Bourse.

Y Charges that the Standard Oil Com- 
pany, the Anglo-Persian Oil Company 
and several .other big foreign business 
concerns were responsible for the recent 
fall of the Rumanian leu on the. Paris 
Bourse were placed before the Chamber 
Bratiano, Minister of Finance, on Feb. 
2, according to a report printed in. the 
Gazette de Prague. The data on which 
these chargés were based came from the 
Rumanian Minister. in Paris, who de- 
clared he had ample evidence -to prove 
that the drop in the.exchange value of 
the leu was due tothe manipulations 
of big foreign companies that sought to 
profit through depreciating Rumania 
currency. \ 

Minister Bratiano told the Deputies 
that there was no good reason for the 
drop in the leu, as the country’s finan- 
clal condition was stronger than in 
many years, the Treasury's receipts | 
during the last nine months having to- 
taled about 9,000,000,000 lei (about -$45,- 
000,000 at present exchange rates), 
against 4,000,000,000 during the same 
period the year before. The income 
from taxes and customs. was running 
ahead pf the budget estimates and the 
Government had paid off some old debts, 
including 350,000,000 lei for munitions 
and cannon that had been embarrassing 
the.Treasury for a long time. Further- 
more, the foreign debt-was being con- 
solidated, with the approval of the hold- 
ers of the old Rumanian tonds in Lon- 
don, Paris and Rome. 

The Rumanian Private Debt Commis- 
sion; which left Bucharest late in 1922 
for the purpose of funding old private 
debts owed by Rumanian merchants 
abroad, has just effected a settlement 
with the London creditors to the amount‘ 
of £1,000,000, on the basis of annual pay- 
ments- of 7 per cent. of the principal for 
twenty years, 4 per cent. of which is 
interest and the balance amortization, 
according to a report received by the 
United States Department of Commerce. 
The National Bank of: Rumania is to 
guarantee the payments, which makes 
Parliamentary approval necessary. The 
commission settled with the French 
creditors before going to London. 

The fall in the Jeu caused a rise in 
prices in Rumania, the index of the cost 
of living being 2,557 at the end of 
February;-compared with 2,466 a month 
before. Heavy snow handicapped oil 
drilling and shipment, but production 
continued good. Petroleum exports in 
January totaled ~ 19,000’ metric tons, 
against 38,000 tons in December. 

Since the presentation to, the Chamber 
of Deputies on Jan. 27 of the draft -of 
the new. Constitution for Rumania, oc- 
casional cablegrams have told of hot 
\debates over some of its provisions, but 
no great progress seems to have been 
made in disposing of it. Correspondents 
of European papers in Bucharest say 
the new basic law will no doubt be put 
through by M. Bratiano’s party and 
that it will represent ‘a real gain for the 
citizens of the enlarged kingdom, despite 
its shortcomings. Women are to enjoy 
full civic rights, but not political ones, 
while the principal of the nationalization 
of the rich. deposits of- oil and ores is 


only partly admitted and then with only 
possible application in the distant future. 
- In. the matter of racial minorities the 
draft declares that ‘‘ all Rumanian citi- 
zena, “regardless of ‘their ethnic origin, 
language or religion, are.to. enjoy, all 
rights recognized by the law.’’ But in 
defining who are Rumanian citizens: it 
is laid down. that ‘“ Israelites. who, on 
Aug. 2, 1914, were living in the Old 
Kingdom and were not foreign subjects, 
are recognized as full Rumanian citi- 
zens without any formality. The posi- 
tion of those in the liberated provinces 
will be regulated according to thr local 
laws, ancient or existing.’*’ This pro- 
vision, while considered too liberal by 
the anti-Semites, many of whom are de- 
manding the expulsion of all the Jews, 
is far from satisfactory to the Jéws 
themselves and the more progressive 
elements who are insisting upon full 
citizenship for the whole Jewish. popu- 
lation. ’ 
In connection with the anti-Jewish 
demonstrations by students in Buchar- 
est and Jassy which resulted in the clos- 
ing of the University of Bucharest until 
March 15 and the arrest of several of 
the offenders, it was reported in Prague 
papers that one of the excuses for the 
outbreak was the charge that some Jew- 
ish medical students had refused to 
dissect the bodies of their fellow be- 
lievers because of religious scruples, 
The Rumanian Minister of Education 
flatly refused the anti-Semitic students 
demand for the i - Ba 
“ numerus clausus’’ (a system 0. m- 
iting the number of Jewish students or 
professors on a percentage basis). 


Unemployed Demonstrate in Warsaw. 


German newspapers report a demon- 
stration of thousands of unemployed 
workers before the Polish Ministry of 
Labor in Warsaw on Feb. 25, which 
was accompanied by clashes with the 
police and’ troops, resulting ip the 
wounding of a number of. the demon- 
strators. ‘Then’ the. masses demanded 
satisfaction from a. Government Com- 
missioner, o appeared in place -of the 
Minister of Labor, and succeeded in ob- 
taining his promise that the offending 
policemen would be punished. 


Prices Up in Bulgaria. 

With the wholesale price index in Bul- 
garia advanced to 2,657 on Feb. .1, from 
an average of 2,473 in 1922; based on 
100 in 1918, prices are twenty-six and 

-half times above the pre-war fig- 
ore ae the banknote\circulation has 
risen: only. about pt ety times, be- 
ing some 4,000,000,000 levas at the be- 
ginning of the year, The leva reached 
a low of 60 cents per 100 on Feb. 21, 
according to Commerce Reports, ‘but it 
{s expected to adyance as a result of 
the agreement for, Bulgarian war pay- 
ments to the Allies practically com- 
pleted last week. The Bulgarian budget 
for the year beginning April 1 is esti- 
mated to balance at: 5,600,000,000 levas.

‘“‘The young German synthetic nitro- 
gen industry was rendered defenseless 
through the taking away of its patents 
under the Versailles Peace Treaty.

in -the nitrogen plant in Oppau durin 
the long months of the armistice, an 
had numérous commissions. studying ail 
the details-of the process,.thus learned 
the whole method of manufacture as 
well as got possession of. the patents. 

‘“* Under the pressure ‘of these circum- 
stances it must be regarded as a vic- 
tory that, with the'consent of the Ger- 
man. Government, we.were,able to -ar- 
rive at an agreement with the French 
in 1919 under which.a French factory 
using the Haber-Bosch process was to 
be built to take care of the French 
demand. For the German domestic 
market the agreement with the French 
meant the undisturbed development of

“When today the French demand 
from Germany ten times the amount of 
nitrogen laid down in the Versailles 
Peace Treaty this»demand is rejected by 
Germany because the French, under the 
above agreement, have been in a- posi- 
tion to build a nitrogen factory for 
three years already.

After this object 
had been attained the company did 
nothing toward any prectiees carrying 
out of the agreement, with the result 
that even today—more than three years 
after the agreement was corcluded—the 
construction of the French plant has not 
yet been begun.’’

CHINESE LACE INDUSTRY. 


It Has Become an Important Factor 
in the Export Trade. 


Compared with.the value of exports in 
1914 outward shipments of Chinese lace 
showed.a. gain of 3,600 per cent. in 1921, 


with a value of 5,230,284 Haikwan. taels, 
according . to Assistant Trade Commis- 
sioner Viola Smith in a report to the 
Department of Commerce. The lace 
trade of the country is. still essentially 
a home industry, but it is becoming an 
important factor in Chinese commerce.

DECISION ‘IN’ KOPPEL CASE 


Injunction Against Interference by 
Resuming Operations Is 
j Upheld. 


An opinion written by Judge Manton 
of the, Circuit Court of Appeals,. and 
concurred in by Judges Mayer and 
Hough, is to the effect that the pur- 
chaser of the business of a foreign cor- 
poration in this country, sold by the 
Alien Property Custodian, is entitled to 
all the benefits flowing from the good- 
will of the business, and the original 
owner must not seek to resume the busi- 
ness or to interfere in any. way with the 
rights acquired through the purchase. 

The case was that of the Koppel In- 
dustrial Car and Equipment Company, 
an American concern, which bought from 
the Alien Property Custodian in 1918 the 
American business and good-will as a 
going concern the property formerly 
owned by the German corporation of 
Orenstein-Arthur Koppel Company. 

A preliminary. injunction was issued 
by the District. Court, which restrained 
the German corporation from interfering 
with the new owner and from unfair 
competition. Later this injunction was 
modified so as to destroy its protective 
force, and an appeal was taken to the 
Circuit Court, which reinstated the in- 
junction in its. original form, 

In his opinion, Judge -Manton said 
that at the time of the sale of .the 
property there were conveyed the plant

Referring to the purchase by the 
American interests of the business) and 
good-will of the German corporation, 
the opinion said: 

“We think this conveyed to the pur- 
chaser the exclusive right to carry on 
the business in the United States with 
the right of. protection of a court of 
equity from intereference by the Ger- 
man corporation, for if the D aaarit in- 
terference be permitted what was con- 
veyed would, in time, be destroyed. The 
sale was as complete as if it were a 
voluntary: conveyance of its interests in 
the United States ‘by the German cor- 
poration.”

During the past 
week thie. final 
Cotton and Census Bureau 
Cotton Goods. figures of last 
acy year’s cotton crop 
were made public. They made no im- 
pression whatever on the market, al- 
though they indicated a supply 200,000 
bales less than the last estimate of the 
Department of Agriculture. This was 
quite natural under the circumstances 
because the smallness of the crop had 
been worked for all it was worth as a 
factor in prices. Other considerations 
are now more influential. Foreign 
complications and the possibility of a 
shut-down in:Eastern mills because of 
labor troubles cut some figure, but the 
main interest centres in the outlook 
for this year’s crop. Unless a cata- 
clysm occurs this is bound to be larger 
than last year’s. More acreage will 
be’ planted to cotton, the frosts and 
other causes have been more than 
usually destructive to insect pests and 
larger quantities of fertilizers are to 
be employed to increase’ production. 
The nervousness manifested .in the 
exchanges during the week seemed to 
indicate an instability in prices that 
may be more manifest later on. Good 
business is reported by the mills, but 
mostly on orders placed some time 
ago. Prices remain firm for gray 
goods of different kinds, although sec- 
ond-hands occasionally let them out at 
slight recessions in a dull market. 
Heavier cottons are strongly held in 
the face of a continuing demand. An 
especial activity is noted in the case 
of prints, especially those with’ an 
Egyptian motif.. Little change has oc- 
curred in the situation as concerns 
knit goods, excepting that higher 
prices have been announced for 
hosiery, especially of the cheaper 
kinds.

OSTRICH FEATHER REVIVAL. 


Increased Use of the Plumes in Flat 
Scarfs for Wraps. 


A marked revival of the use of ostrich 
feathers as smart costume accessories 
is said to be under way. While the 
feathers have been growing in popularity 
for some time as‘millinery adornments, 
the latest development is their use for 
neckwear purposes in the form of flat 
scarfs for fashionable wraps for street, 
afternoon and evening wear. - Two-tone 
colors feature some of the scarfs, but the 
influence of the prevailing HEgyptian 
mode is shown in the varied hues known 
as cashmere shades.

STANDARD WORK FINANCING. 


Provides $50,000 Yearly for Amerl- 
can Engineering Committee. 


For financing the industrial standard- 
ization work of the United States a plan 
has been approved by the Executive 
Committee of the American Engineering 
Standards Committee, which is expected 
to provide an annual budget of $50,000. 
The plan provides for membership dues 


on \the basis of 1 cent per $1,000 of 
gross receipts. 


The American Fngineering Standards 
Committee, which was organized in 
1918, has heretofore been financed en- 
tirely. by dues from the nine technical 
societies and. seventeen national trade 
associations which, with seven depart- 
ments of the Federal Government, con- 
stitute its prescnt membership. An- 
nual deficits were cleared by contribu- 
tions from individual corporations. 

The plan calls for the appointment of 
an engineer-translator who will provide 
translations of standards developed in 
foreign countries for the {information 
‘service to sustaining members. The 
new information service will be an 
elaboration of the work which the com- 
mittee has been carrying on in a small 
way, in calling attention to the im- 
portant developments in standardiza- 
tion work, foreign as well as American.

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Off With the Heads of 
Literary Ghosts!

LONDON. 

OME years since, during the 

dust and disgust of the war, 

I was told that there was in 

Progress a revolution in Amer- 

ican fiction and poetry, and 

that I was sliding hopelessly behind 

times by confining my American lit- 

erary studies to such writers and 

hack numbers as Hawthorne, Her- 

-/™man_ Melville, Thoreau, Walt Whit- 

man, Mark Twain in parts, and some 

few others. So obediently and some- 

what skeptically I went forth to buy 

hooks, novels and poetry, and sat me 
“own to read, mark and learn. “ 

It is partly the fault of American 
‘writers that your country is some- 
times misunderstood here in Europe, 
for you are sending us brilliant pic- 

» tures and true of one side only of 
your life and recent history, plus a 
_@eluge of sentimental swish-swash 
in monthly and wtekly publications, 
leaving it at that. 

As far as 1 can see, who have not 
been- in America since too many 
years ago, not only is there a literary 
revolution in full blast, but a social 
upheaval in full view. I wish I 
could say the same of this country. 

Fortunately for her, America is still

Her soul is~hidden be- 
hind her body; materialism and dol- 
Jarism are rampant, just as strident 
and strenuous as they are here in 
Europe, and much more efficient. 
Machinery is master and no longer 
‘servant of man, as was foretold by 
Samuel Butler. But all this is not 
all of America. It is the facade, not 
the building; and, as with ourselves, 
the body is sickly because the soul 
has been starved, offered only the 
husks of outworn teachings of out- 
worn pasts. Sickly, 
eased; at least that is my diagnosis. 


The civilized world is full of 
“ghosts; your side of the Atlantic as 
well as ours. Ghosts attitudinizing 
and prating and trying to persuade 
themselves and us that they are 
flesh and blood humans. Ghosts in

But without assistance there is 
scant hope that old Europe will be 
able to shoo away its ghosts or 
shake off her hereditary shackles. 
But your ghosts are not so long 
established and there is good chance 
of your being able to wrench apart 
your spiritual and mental handcuffs. 
In the East a new creed meets with 
ruthless opposition; ‘in your West 
new faiths are even too readily wel- 
comed and too quickly forgotten. 
Unsought, joy cometh in the morn- 
ing of_life, not only for individuals 
but for nations. There is spring and 
energy in boyhood; the old man's 
limbs and mind move gingerly, stiff- 
ly, sedately. The gold mines of life 
and endeavor and enterprise in the 
Old World are for the most part ex- 
hausted. or too difficult to work; in 
the -New they have not yet been 
fully explored; far less fully ex- 
ploited. Behind all the dollarism of 
America there are rich veins of gold; 
hidden treasure; overlooked, un- 
counted, unlooked for. 


In art and literature America is 
only starting out to express herself. 
Of the many writers to whom she 
has given birth, Thoreau, Haw- 
thorne—more so than is usually ad- 
mitted—Walt Whitman and Mark 
Twain are almost all that are racy 
of your soll. But there are signifi- 
cant and splendid signs and portents 
that America is beginning to feel 
out after modes and forms of art for 
the full expression of herself. The 
boasted attempt to shake off all the 
influences and examples of the past 
and to attain to independence and 
originality is doomed to failure. 
Should not be attempted. Heredity 
in art must bear fruit as in human 
descent. ‘ Evolution, not Revolu- 
tion,’’ is the rule of art, as of nature. 
If the message be worth broadcast- 
ing, the method will come along all 
right. It is not the “ How’’ that 
matters, but the “‘ What.” The chief 
delinquency of American and Euro- 
pean art today is that men and 
women will be content with resetting 
the old songs, repainting the old pic- 
tures, redelivering the old messages. 
Will look upon art as a thing apart 
from and not a part of everyday life. 
It is a new song, a new picture that 
we need; but which the people do not 
yet want, understand or welcome. 

A nation must not be judged by 
its politics and economics, but by its 
arts. That is to say, by the way in 
which it expresses and exposes its 
inner life—its heart and its soul. 
A verdict passed upon America on 
the evidence of her art and literature 
so far would be that she is a second- 
rate Europe; such verdict would be 
appallingly wide of the truth. In a 
desert of unreality and of artistic 
quackery—such as can only be 
equaled in the Europe of today— 
there have been heard only a few 
truly American voices; even to them 
most teachers and critics have turned 
deaf ears and sneering faces. 

But there seems to me to be today 
patent and potent signs of an artistic

@eath; we are living, nay, merely 
existing, in the shadows of the past, 
and there are some of us who are 
looking, not without hope, for dawn 
in the West.

The last Renais- 
gance came overland; is the next

of the dead? The ghosts of dead 
and deadly faiths? There are even 
now signs in America of the dawn 
of a finer morrow, but there are 
heavy clouds that must be dispersed 
before the sun shines in splendor. 
America still suffers from the spirit 
and the power of Puritanism: that 
_ kill-joy, material, unhuman creed, 
which allows no elbow-room to hu- 
manity or the humanities; that 
frosty opponent of all fleshly emo- 
tion. Puritanism, which crussed 
4rom us to you, helicving itself to he 
spiritual power, but which was in 





million yesterdays. Will this new 
birth express America? I. think it 


will. But at the moment it is too far 


concerned with the ills of American 
life;. far too eager after downing dol- 
larism and gcotching ghosts. - The 
dross is brought in such great heaps 
to the foreground that the back- 
ground of pure gold is besmirched 
and degraded. Not all that is is 
shown, and very little of what should 
and may be. Too many of your most 
genuine poets and prose writers are 
80 busily employed in displaying the 
ugly that it almost seems that they 
are blind to the beautiful. There is 
too much smashing down and too lit- 
tle building up. Let the dead—or 
those about to die—bury their dead. 
Let the living succor the living, 
helping them to free themselves, to 
live a fuller, ampler life, and to wel- 
come the art that expresses it. 


Only those who are well acquainted 
and in sure sympathy with America 
and Americans can appreciate at its 
full value much of American’ verse 
and fiction of recent years.. In the 
company of the elect, Hergesheimer 
stands somewhat lonely. He has so 
much of breadth and depth. The 
others for the most part appear to 
be working in almost conscious re- 
action against the constant and pro- 
fuse propagation of lies about life 
which is the mainstay of drama, fic- 
tion and poetry today in all coun- 
tries. They think that if only they 
ean shake themselves free from Eu- 
ropean influencea_they will be free 


from evil. But in their fierce hatred 
of untruth they are accepting the 
part‘as being the whole of the truth. 
They do not seem to be able to see 
life as a whole; they are sometimes 
almost parochial; they are blinded by 
the sight of what is rotten to any 
full vision of what is sound; dollar- 
ism, commercialism, materialism are 
in their eyes and in reality so ram- 
pant that they cannot see human na- 
ture. It is only partial views of 
American life in the present and in 
the ifnmediate past that they display. 
There is much more that they should 
tell, but maybe the spirit to do so has 
been crushed out of them. They are 
scunding an almost despairing note 
of the sordid world around them; 
but despair comes before the dawn. 
The cult of the golden calf is not 
the only worship in America. They 
are too much as men who walk the 
ways of the world with their eyes 
fixed upon the mud, never raising 
their eyes to the blue of heaven, to 
the sun or to the stars. They are 
expressing u discontent that I be- 
lieve to be divine. But let them not 
be as the Puritans are; smashing the 
beautiful in their hatred of the beast- 
ly. They are picturing the failures; 
let them begin: to paint what is 
wholesome in life. Because the part 
is sick, they should not judge the 
whole to be unsound.

other. The investigations have been 
made by dividing the city into neigh- 
berhoods of approximately forty- 
three acres each, or about sixteen 
to the square mile. There are 3,427 
ot these residential units, and about 
them are presented 704 items of in- 
formation. Among those items are 
included the population of the dis- 
trict, voting age, infant, sex and

windy fiction of commerce has, 
swung them over too far. Here be 
beautiful lies! Let's give ’em brutal 
truths; let’s wake them up from 
their slumbers. The same disheart- 
ening, dismal truths could be written 
of many a Main Street in small Eng- 
lish country towns and cathedral 

and of most of our manufac- 
turing centres. We have had to put 
up with quite a fair share of crush- 
ing,«killing oarrow-mindedness and 
of sordid, dolorous dollarism. But 
we don’t talk about it quite so much 
as you are now tempted to do: we 
realize that it is only the bad part of 
@ good whole.. Where you have now 
the advantage of us is that no new 
lights of any dazzling brilliancy have 
yet appeared upon our artistic or lit- 
erary horizon; no fresh pens or pen- 
clis are here tracing the facts of life. 
These you do with all their 
faults and ali their splendid gifts, in 
the writers already named, and in 
some others, such as Willa Cather.

Mr. Jeudwine combats another 
deeply rooted disposition in historical 
thinking by asserting probable Scan- 
dinavian predominance, rather than 
Anglo-Saxon, in British origins. It 
used to be the fashion to consider 
the Norse raiders of early mediaeval 
times as little more than pirates, but 
comparatively recent revelations of 
their literature and of their civilizing 
influences, plus their admitted skill 
in colonizing, have put this impres- 
sion in the myth class. Mr. Jeud- 
wine exhibits them as traders. Deal- 
ing with the causes of their forays 
in the British Isles, he says: 

But trade is of the first im- 
portance, though the monastic 
records seldom speak of the North- 
men as traders. It is of the very 
essence of the incursions. of the 
Northmen, the plausible ‘cause, 
and in the first Instance the actual 
cause of their coming. 


Again he observes: 


Every little island, every little ~ 
bay, in both islands (Great Britain 
and Ireland) had seen the North- 
men’s ships, chaffered with them 
for goods and heard their tales 
of fresh exploration and conquest. 
During the centuries of their out- 
flow over the islands there must 
have assuredly been far more set- 
tlement and intermarriage than

unfolds. Make way, Messieurs of 
the lance and plume, for this impor- 
tant figure in the history of Eu- 
rope! Mr. Jeudwine shows with 
ample details how the swarming of 
this fish in the Baltic, as the Viking 
Power waned, gave the Hanseatic 
League what he terms the founda- 
tion of its supremacy. The herring 
became a medium of exchange. The 
Hansa merchants traded it for Eng- 
lish goods, for tallow and timber 
from Novgorod, and for cloth, hard- 
ware, wine and beer from Scandi- 
navia. Political power in Northern 
Europe, instead of being broad based 
upon the people’s will, in Tenny- 
sonian phrase, rested on fish casks. 

This subaqueous maker of empir< 
was fickle. Mr. Jeudwine tells the 
story of inconstancy: 


‘ Then in 1425 the herring de- 
serted the Baltic and changed its 
feeding grounds to the coasts of 
tne British Islands and of the 
Netherlands, and the monopoly of 
the league went with it. * * * 
With the migration of the herring 
to the oceah the commercial 
‘quarrel (of England) shifts from 
the Hanseatic League to Holland. 
Hence naval battles between the 
English and the Dutch. Hence royal 
threats and diplomatic intrigue. 


Hence even a combat of scholars, 


Grotius’s “‘ Mare Liberum ” 
answered by Selden's ‘* Mare 
Clausum.’’ Hence more economics. 
** As the league decayed the mer- 
chant adventurers set out to sup- 
plant them.” 

Next, the sheep. While Front de 
Boeuf was cracking skulls in incon- 
sequential jousts the ram browsing 
in the near-by meadow was engaged 
in the serious work of helping to 
prepare for the British Empire of 
the future. In time ‘“‘ the growing 
of wool and the weaving of cloth 
became the staple industries of Eng- 
land.” 

The predominance of Engiand in 
wool growing as modefn history be- 


being 


gan, the author tells us, ‘* must have 
been greatly due to comparative 
freedom from wild beasts,’’ besides, 
of course, excellent pasturage. 
“Cloth was in effect money,”’ and 
there was a great surge from Eng- 
land into the foreign world to find 
markets for surplus wool. This 
movement bore within itself the 
germ of empire. Mr. Jeudwine pro- 
ceeds . 


When the East India Company 
received its charter and set out on 
its career of trade and conquest, 
one of the chief objections taken 
to its power of monopoly was that 
the import of silk and cotton 
would injure the woolen trade. 
The desire to find a new market 
suitable for the export of woolen 

was a great factor in the 
expeditions to discover a passage 
by the North to Asia. 


The deep study which the author 
has evidently bestowed on his sub- 
ject has led him to appraise highly 
the work of Prince Henry the Navi- 
gator and the Portuguese discov- 
erers. Some of the most interesting 
Passages in the book trace in detail 
the great influence upon coloniza- 
tion and trade progress due to this 
hermit ruler, the grandson of John 
of Gaunt, who from his rocky re- 
treat on the promontory of Sagres 
inspired his. captains to conquer 
some of the worst terrors of the 
then mysterious seas. 

In the great revival of maritime 
adventure im the next two centuries 
the British trusted largely to indi- 
vidual initiative—for the lack of any 
po AR the Continental Powers 

P ie Mov it, so far as it 
wring from them, with the rigidity 
of autocratic State control. The au- 
thor thus summarizes the results: 

The effect of-this indifference 
on the part of the Crown was to 
implant in the Anglo-Irish, and 

later in the Scot, the sense of in- 

dividual and social responsibility, 
which was wanting in the Latin 
nations whose trade was subject 
to meticulously regulated Govern- 








ment supervision. It was a sense 


of responsibility for action inde- 
pendent of the ruler—a_ sense 
-which led him to fight for his, 
own, for his illicit trade and for 
the lands on which he settled; to 
acquire, in the course of open 
competitive trading, rights in 
Bengal which led to sovereignty. 
to obtain territory by treaty 
rather than by conquest * * *. 
Though generally quite uncon- 
scious of it, the British owe their 
empire to the merchant service. 


This had its repercussions in Amer- 
ica. The French colonist here con- 
tinued to cherish ‘* respect and loy- 
alty ’’ for his mother country, while 
the British colonist looked back upon 
Europe with the ‘‘ jealousy of in- 
terference "' or ‘‘ rancorous resent- 
ment.’’ 

The author shows no inclination 
“to minimize other factors in empire 
besides trade. He makes a,point of 
bringing out the influence of re- 
ligion and the part it has played in 
spreading lofty moral ideas among 
peoples in need of them. As to the 
Crusades, while showing their great 
incidental benefits in commercial ex- 
pansion and political development, 
he does not lose sight of their pre- 
emiently religious aspect which alone 
could have stirred Europe to such 
profound depths. The Crusaders: 
brought spices, silks and many other 
thidgs to add to the comforts and 
luxuries of civilized life, but even 
Peter the Hermit’s eloquence would 
have been in vain.to rouse men in 
masses to risk their all if his plea 
had been that the fruit of their sac- 
rifice might have been pepper and 
cinnamon on their grandchildren’s 
tables, - 

The thoroughness of the book is 
one of its best recommendations to 
the attention of the thoughtful 
reader. The style is lucid and flow- 
ing, and the novelty of some of the 
views presented lends a refreshing 
flavor of originality to the whole ° 
work. The paper, type and bind-

RUMerous every day, and in 
their wuke come new and - more 
scientific books on the education and 
entertainment of children. In her 
teaching of story writing at Columbia 
University, Miss Mabel L. Robinson 
found a place for a book dealiny 
with the special needs of young 
people in their literature, and she 
has filled the gap with her new 
book, ‘‘ Juvenile Story Writing.” 

Miss Robinson has based her 
technique of tho juvenile short 
story upon the modern psychological 
thesis that 

a child is not an adult, undersized

complete human being whe, on his

has certain special needs 








different from those of the adult. 
These- needs reach over into his 
reading as elsewhere, and only the 
person who understands them can 
make an adequate response. 


One of the first things that must 
be admitted about children’s read. 
ing tastes is that they do not care 
for good writing. But good writing 
in this field is nevertheless of the 
greatest importance, for the child 
slowly evolves an unconscious 
standard, and the recognition of 
good writing brings with it the same 
kind of assurance that stamps the 
speech of the child who has always 
heard good English. 

When writing for children requires 
all the technique of other types of 
writing, and. besides that, special- 
ized method to meet the needs of the 
immature and inexperjenced mind, 
why try to write for them? Mias 
Robinson's answer is prompt apd 





spirited. Writing for children is fun. 
The juvenile story need not have a 
love theme. It may be written about 
anything interesting, exciting, or 
amusing—a wide range of material 
that is equaled in no’ other field. 
Then, too, the child takes a story 
seriously. : 

He ponders over it, applies the 
theme to himself, compares him- 
self with the hero, remodels him- 
self to fit the standards of the 
hero and identifies himself with 
the hero. 


These eager, serious readers are 
well worth pleasing. According to 
Miss Robinson, there is a_ third 
and more. practical reason far 
writing children’s books: they are 
not nearly so transient as beoks for 
adults. Eyen the best novel of the 
year ig usually read very little in the 
following season, but really

From the consideration of thease 
general problems, which concern the 
layman almost as much as the pro- 
fessional writer, Miss Robinson 
passes to the more technical points 
of planning and composition. These 
chapters are full of good sense, which 
is in most cases so obvious that the 
beginner is likely to overlook it. 
Theré are adventure stories, fairy 
stories, animal stories, school or col- 
lege stories. The writer must always, 
keep in mind that the child reader 
looks forward, Miss Robinson.

OR all caption writers, for all

with the void of ignorance of a 
period in the world’s history for 
which the Sunday school was no 
preparation, the reissue of Mr. 
Weigall’s book will come as balm in 
time of trouble. The former In- 
spector General of Antiquities of the 
Egyptian Government, who has fol- 
luwed the discoveries of the past rich 
years in situ in his official position, 
has made a singularly timely contri- 
bution to the world’s dawning 
knowledge of a forgotten period of 
human greatness, all the more time- 
ly for its reissue now that the 
world’s attention is focused upon a 
small tomb in the hills beyond a van- 
ished city of ancient Egypt.

The traditional crispness of 
form gave place to a style of flow- 
ing curves which, in spite of the 
praise which later Egyptologists 
have lavished upon it, shows a de- 
basement of technique which is less 
Pleasing to look upon than the re- 
finement of line which preceded it, 
and followed it without a break till 
the whole art was extinguished in 
foreign influences. 

There are two points about Mr. 
Weigall’s book which leave much to 
the imagination of the reader. The_ 
origins of the Aton heresy in Syrian 
Influences are sketched very lightly 
by the author. There were plenty 
of Eastern cross-currents about the 
palace of Amenhopis III. on the 
level lands of the Nile bank at 
Thebes, in which Akhnaton first saw 
the light. Mr. Weigall dismisses the 
important question of the origins of 
the faith as follows: 

The name Aton perhaps had 
some remote Syrian ‘connection. 
The setting sun was called in 
Egypt Atum, which was perhaps 
connected with the Asiatic Adon 
or Adonis; it is now that we first 
find the word Aton introduced into 
Egypt as a synon of Ra-Hor- 
akti-Khepera-Atum of Heliopolis.

IN THE WAKE OP THE BUCCA- 
NEERS. By A. Hyatt Verrill, 374 
pp. New York: The Century Com- 
pany. $A. 

N these days of overanalysis and 
ultra refinement there is some- 
thing. naively refreshing about 
the word ‘ huceaneer."’ It 

: smacks of doughty adventure, 
of hardihood and courage, of primi- 
tive. marrow-bone experience. They 
were a savage lot, those blood-spill- 
ing pirates, God knows! But what- 
ever they were, they were with 
their whole might. Dante would 
not have consigned them to his low- 
est circle. No palsied cowardices 
lurked in their bones. No dual per- 
sonality tore at their egoes. No 
vague subtleties of indecision hin- 
dered their accomplishments. No 
psychological probiem of ‘* choices °’ 
troubled them. They fulfilled their 
own concept of themselves, followed 
their sauvage daemon consistently— 
plundered remorselessly, hacked .up 
their fellow-beings with heautiful 
nbandon. ‘Today, albeit, the Spirit 
of Psychoanalysis pursues these 
strange sea-artists and their hare- 
brained undertakings. They must 
be ‘* psyched.’* Otherwise, how 
could we give of our sophisticated 
moments to the story of their guile- 
less and unbounded savageries? 

It is in some such mood that the 
author has given us the delightful 
record of his cruise in a pirate craft 
manned by as motley and picturesque 
a crew as ever sailed under the skull 
and crosshones. About the Carib- 
bean Sea he prowled, visiting the old 
haunts of the famous buccaneers. 
Mr. Verrill is a pirate fan, we are 
told, who has lived in Latin America 
ten years in and near the pirate; 
islands and has spent many years 
collecting and arranging material 
about them. 
Buccaneers,"" a book not only of 
travel and adventure, but of romance 
and history, is the result not only 
of his. cruise in the pirate craft, but 
ot years of study of the Caribbean 
buccaneers and their island strong- 
holds. As the reader sails with him 
he is given all manner of curious 
information about the old freehooters 
of the West Indies and about some 
of the out-of-way islands as they are 
today. : 

But even in connection with buc- 
caneers life is disillusionment. It is 
terribly disillusioning, for example, 
to learn that these cruel, unprin- 
cipled beings had their own code of 
honor; that they could, on occasion, 
be gallant and tender as well as 
brutal, and that they had more than 
a shred of respectability. While to 
us they appear bloodthirsty mon- 
sters, we are reminded that in their 
_day life was cheap and torture was 
legalized as a punishment for the 
most trivial crimes. Such pleasan- 
tries as burning holes through liars’ 
tongues, cutting off eavesdroppers’ 
ears, branding the palms of thieves’ 
hands or putting out eyes were in 
the same category as ten days’ im- 
prisonment or & $10 fine today. 
Again, it is pointed out, when we 
think of the unspeakable atrocities 
-practiced in these islands by the 
owners of -convicts bought at so 
much a head from British , prisons 
and auctioned. off as slaves among 
the planters, the huecangers seem 
tender-hearted gentlemen hy com- 
parison. It ts a painful process of 
mental surgery this getting comfort- 
ably established ideas out of our 
heads about the buccaneers. But the

When Mr. Verrill chartered a real 
old pirate ship and set out to explore 
the haunts of the buccaneers in West 
Indian waters he was on the trail of 
a big idea. For his tales are set 
against a background freshly de- 
scribed from immediate experience. 
The organized outlawry of the West 
Indian pirates, now woven into le- 
gend, is seen under a living lens. 
The story of Dead Man’s Chest, an 
island long ago made famous by 
Stevenson in

brings to mind those “* shipwrecked 
men, gaunt, fierce-visaged, unshorn 
and sprawled on the sand in the 
scanty shade of the twisted seagrape 
trees above the turf.’’

Plenty of authors before Mr. Nird- | 
- linger have made the nospital serve 
them as background for their stories; 
but usually they have pictured it 
from some conventional point of 
view—either as a haven of mercy or 
as a hall of suffering where each tick 
of the clock consigng another victim 
to eternal rest. Here for the first 
time it is represented as something 
approaching a clubhouse, where 
nurses, patients and physicians con- 
vene to exchange pleasantries and 
grow jovially fond of one another. 

It is a pleasing conception, and 
any one who has had experience in 
» hospital will recognize that it con- 
tains some elements of truth; but it 
is hadly handied—handied with a 
carelessness that even the most in- 
dulgent readers will find it difficult 
to forgive. 

Mr. Nirdlinger blithely disregards 
all the rules of construction, jotting 
down bis impressions in a hasty, in- 
coherent jumble of words 1nd drop- 
Ping in his punctuation marks at 
random. He uses words with a dis- 
concerting freedom, lavishly throw- 
ing in three or four where one would 
serve, inventing new ones where he 
can find none that satisfy him. The 
moods and tenses of verbs are a mat- 
ter of great indifference to him, and 
he skips from past to present and 
hack again with no apparent com- 
punction. 

Yet these flagrant faults cannot 
entirely spoil the effects he strives 
for. He does succeed in producing a: 
few vivid images; some of his 
characters — notably the physicians 
whom he has drawn from living 
models—are real and convincing. 
And he does make us see hig own 
view of the hospital as a pleasant 
meeting place, and the figures in a 
hospital as. men and women rather 
than machines and victims. 


FOUR OF A KIND 
FOUR OF A KIND. By J. P. Mar- 
quand. New York: Charles Scrib- 
p nen Bons. $1.75. 

R. MARQUAND made his liter- 
ary début a year or s0 ago 
with a novel called “‘ The Un- 

speakable Gentleman,’' wherein he 
showed himself to be the possessor 
of a notable fictional talent and un- 
usual gifts of style. It was a his- 
torical romance of the Napoleonic 
age. and so this new volume, which 
contains four short stories of our 
own country in the present time, 
offers an effective contrast in theme 
and setting and also makes @ good 
test of his mental flexibility and 
ingenuity and the extent of his im- 
aginative resources. He coines out 
successfully from the trial, for his 
four stories are varied and ingenious 
in plot and character, scene and sub- 
ject, while a very striking quality in 
all of them is the richly individual 
style, method and viewpoint with 
which they are developed. Fresh, 
zestful, individual, Mr. Marquand’s 
talent proves.itself to be in all these 
tales the kind of talent whose fic- 
tional products have their own hall- 
mark and make their own distinct 
appeal. 

All four of the stories are written 
in the spirit of romance, the spirit 
of gay and valiant youth and ad- 
venture. The author is audaciously 
romantic sometimes in his handling 
of theme and development, but he 
carries it all off with his whimsi- 
cal humor and his air of mocking 
geniality. It is one of Mr. Mar- 
quand’s chief charms that he so 
rarely takes his characters, his 
story, or his readers with entire 
seriousness, And it is this _semi- 
mocking manner, in which he seems 
to be half or even wholly gibing at 
himself for creating such people and 
situations and at the reader for be- 
Meving them even while he is as- 
serting their truth, that enables him 
to carry through triumphantly even 
the most outrageously romantic de- 
velopments. It is a method of which 
the beloved Barrie is the greatest 
living master, and its successful use 
proves the possession of a talent 
for which any author should be pro- 
foundly thankful, a gift uf the geds 
Ao be cherished and trained and ysed 
with assiduous care.

He will 
do well also to beware of the man- 
nerisms into which he betrays him- 
self in this tale—little phrases and 
turns of speech repeated over and 
over until they stick out over the 
pages like a sore thumb, which the 
reader presently finds himself taking 
care to skip and avoid. ‘‘ Eight Mil- 
lion Bubbles "’ is a delici tale o° 
an advertising agency em V1 cam:

N ingenious and whimsical idea 
serves as the basis out of 
which Mr. McCutcheon evolves 

this new story. A young man of 
sound character and good intelli- 
gence who has been plodding along 
on a meagre salary learns that, 
quite unexpectedly, he is the heir to 
the huge estate of his uncle. He has 
always believed that his relative did 
not approve of him and so has not 
‘nourished any hope of being re- 
membered in his will. Instead, the 
entire fortune of fifteen million dol- 
lars has been given to him in such 
@ way that his good fortune can be 
kept wholly secret for several 
months. Not many young men 
would face the possession of sud- 
den wealth in the way Mr. McCutch- 
eon shows his hero undertaking 
these new responsibilities. He first 
puts to the test the girl that he 
loves and her mother, while they 
still believe him to be poor, and 
they meet it tn such a way as to 
make it possible for him to forget 
his infatuation. And then he jour- 
neys in a battered Ford to the town 
in Western Pennsylvania where are 
located the steel mills out of which 
the girl’s family have drawn their 
wealth. On the way and after his 
arrival he enjoys adventures that 
would have greatly pleased the 
princely wanderer of the Thousand 
and One Nights. Among the items 
of his fortune are large holdings of 
shares in these steel mills. But he 
works as a truck driver and lives 
with the poorest of the workers in 
order to find out what are the 
grievances of the men and the 
faults of the management. And then 
indeed come to him adventures and 
romance and complicated develop- 
ments. Mr. McCutcheon tells his 
story in bold, sketchy outlines with 
an ironic sense of humor—a cartoon 
in the form of a novel.

Beginning gravely enough, he is 
soon twiddiing his fingers in the 
air and running his hands through 
his shock of hair, unable to stem 
the tide of ideas which completely 
outruns his capacity for utter- 
ance. Oftentimes his sentences 
end in a jumble of words; before 
he has finished one another comes 
tumbling upon it, and coherency is 
obliterated by the gusts of feeling 
which have more than once moved 
him to tears. Sometimes this is 
effective, but in the long run it is 
wearying, and the Senator from 
Wisconsin knows not the virtue of 
brevity. He seldom, but 
some of his speeches have ex- 
tended into a second session of the 
Senate—an unending torrent of 
words.

HE shouting site the tumult in- 
eidental to recent international 
events have simmered down to 
what might be likened to a bed of 
slowing embers.

But, realizing that it takes a good 
deal of prayer to keep her humble 
when she was born in Virginia and

T is nothing short of a new Renaissance 
that Italy offers once more to the 
world. But the.impression which the 
Fascista revolution has made abroad, 

as it is mirrored in outside publications, 
does not always indicate a clear w d- 
ing of the situation. And so the writer, a 
sincere student and admirer of Fascism, 
feels that he has the right 

to point out these miscon- 
ceptions_and to help clarify 

the history of the origin 

and the development of the 
movement. 

Some see in Fascism a 
Saint George who has de- 
feated: and killed the red 
dragon of Bolshevism. The 
wish is father to the 
thought. Others profess to 
regard the new movement 
as a fierce house-dog held 
in leash by Italian capi- 
talism, which pulls it back 
or urges it at will against 
the poor proletariat in 
order to prevent strikes, 
to lower salaries and te 
curtail labor’s personal 
liberty. 

Between these two ~ex- 
treme views are many oth- 
ers. Both are exaggerated; 
both are incorrect, because 
they are incomplete. So is 
the notion that Fascism is 
Benito Mussolini. Musso- 
lini gave a soul to Fascism, 
but if ¢which God ferbid} 
he were to die tomorrow, 
his party would continue, 
because it is now an organ- 
ized, live, spiritual force. 

The great danger is not 
death, but moral failure in 
the hearts of the taxpayers. 

The Fascista movement 
is neither one-sided nor 
simple; it has not yet 
achieved stability; it is 
still a movement, which 
aims not only at a better- 
ment of conditions in Italy, 
but also at a radical change 
of values. The speeches of 
Mussolini and of his closest 
lieutenants, and the facts 
of every-day life in Italy 
give proof that Fascism has 
no intention of stopping 
where it is. The Govern- 
ment has done much al- 
ready, but it does not in- 
tend to rest upon its 
laurels. It has hardly 
started on its way. 

Despite the seizure of 
much propaganda. money, 
of many compromising “pa- 
pers, and the arrest of 
scores of Communists, it 
cannot be said that Fascism 
has conquered Bolshevism, 
because when Fascism 
emerged in the broad day- 
light and became the Gov- 
ernment of Italy, Bolshe- 
vism was already in deca- 
dance here. So much for 
the Saint George idea of the 
new Government. 

Nor can it be said that 

Fascism is an instrument 
of the  capitalists—even 
though some capitalists 

have been quick enough to 
use it to rebuild their in- 
dustries—because its found- ~ 
‘ers, its leader, and the majority of its ad- 

herents have strong idealistic tend i 

Mussolini plows his way through the old 

systems of government, of political repre- 

sentation, of haph a i and 
casual trading. 

Italian Fascism has acted as a social and 
political .dam whieh has directed the revo- 
lutionary ideas inherent in the people into 
useful channels. Ip this sense, it could 
even be argued that Fascism is the heir of

Italian Bolshevism. It resembles the latter 
in many ways, for example, in its constant 
scorn of demagogic and even democratic 
ideas, in its system of personal dictatorship, 
its lack of respect for the liberty of the 
press, of public meetings and of the vote. 
Of course, the Fascisti and the Bolsheviki 
have divergent aims,-one destructive, the 
other constructive, but their methods -are 
often strangely alike. A very interesting

cal one. The General Staff of Fascism was 
drawn from among the more wide-awake 
members of the KHalian Socialist Parties 
previous to 1918. The men now in power 
have emerged from revolutionary circles. 
Mussolini himself began as a strong rebel, 
& synaicalist, once almost a. Maximailist. 
His aids, Bianchi, Rogsi, Rossoni, Massimo 
Rocco, Grandi, Lanzillo, Terzaghi, and many 
others, have all on their records ten years 


or more of militant Italian syndicalism, or 
of work in even more revolutionary wings 
of socialism. = 

To these leaders came seconds who organ- 
ized the provinces under their supervision. 
These were mostly sons of the middle class. 
Fascism as it presents itself today is a 
middle-class revolt. Bolshevism had hurt - 
that class more than any other. But for 
Mussolini and his friends, Italy would have 
probably been in utter 
chaos. since -1919, when 
he and his supporters 
put a stop to Socialistic 
terrorism by means of 
their own conservative ter- 
rorism. 

The wages of the working 
Class had steadily increased 
during the war while the 
intellectuals were 
ground; small property had 

“been gravely menaced; 
towns and villages had 
been- mismanaged. There 
were dark .days in 1919 
when a well-dressed man 
was ‘in great danger in 
many centres. Officers 
were insulted and threat- 
ened; there were demon- 
strations against war, gen- 
eral disparagement of 
‘* white collars *’ in indus- 
try. 
The result was that so- 
cialism lost the support 
of all sons of the* middle 

_and they ~ joined 
organizations directed 
against the Communists. ~ 
Gradually a strong section 
of these young men became 
“fired with the spirit of 
Fascism. 

The intelligent youth of 
Italy has always needed an 
outlet. There are many 
rich veins of energy latent | 
in this ancient race. Be- 
fore the advent af Fascism, 
started and led by disil- 
lusioned Socialists, these 
young men of the middle 
class had found such out- 
lets in the Socialist and the 
Catholic organizations of 
the country. They saw at - 
first in- Fascism a move- 
ment not very different 
from the movements to 
which they belonged, but - 
one that had a little more 
life. to it, and an added 
touch of novelty. 

The advantages they 
looked for were the same 
they had expected from 
previous. movements; pub- 
lic works during times of 
unemployment, mutual help 
against lowering of wages 
and salaries, and so forth. 
The main difference was 
that they had- lost their 
itlusion of international ac- 
cord and gained, -thanks to 
the unfortunate Peace 
‘Treaty their country had 
been compelled to accépt, 
a strong nationalistic sense. 

About the same time, or

It ts possible to prophesy that Fas- 
cism will follow the crowd if the 
crowd is faithful to Fascism,. until it 
iy thoroughly established in power 
and sways the whole country. In 
other words, Fascism—Young Italy, 
that is—is sure to incline toward the 
Left, toward a policy which will sug- 
gest socialism, but more of the 
guildist variety than of the syndi- 
szalist brand.

Fascism is an 
idea, a theory, and true 
means a sincere attempt at reliev- 
ing the working classes of some of 
their burdens, Mussolini's Govern- 
ment will gradually asume a more 
popular character. 

The attitude toward parties varies. 
Communistic internationalism Mus- 
solini is openly and fiercely fighting. 
He has long since realized the empti- 
neas of republicanism; but he has re- 
teined his regard for the stern, old- 
fashioned Italians who saw in the 
election of a President a panacea 


against ail political. evils. He has 
tried to attract to his party many 


Republicans who had gone through |- 


the war like himself and.were sin- 
cere Italian patriots. He took in 
some Popolari, or Independent Cath- 
alics, and some Liberals; he even 
received members of these two par- 
ties in his Ministry. This he did 
without enthusiasm, although one ot 
them .at least,- Gentile, is one of the 
glories of intellectual Italy. 

The relations between the Fascisti 
and the Nationalists are more dif- 
ficult, because they are in a way 
vival parties, both professing sincere 
love of country. Fascism is a new 
and popular edition of nationalism, 
the: 1. r being the preserve of a 
few intellectuals and big industrials. 
4fter the lightning-like success of 
Fascism among the youth of the land 
the Nationalists thought they, too, 
sould form militia, troops of action, 
and local ‘bodies, but they remained 
poor seconds. There is now agita- 
Yon in certain quarters for a re- 
union of the two parties. If this 
union takes place it will be a 
merger, the absorption of National- 
ism into Fascism. In that case the 
elements of the Right in the Fas- 
usti Party will be reinforced. 

Masonry, which in Italy was 
sather poorly constituted, badly led 
and divided with internationalist 

denci has b taboo to the 
FPascisti. Be a Mason or a Fas- 
sista! is the dictum. Resign from 
Masonry or be expelled from our 
— Resign they did, followed by 

1 stampede of Nationalists and even 
other parties to get aut of 
Masonry. 

The Catholics, on the contrary, 
have been absorbed. Mussolini ex- 
pressed himself from the start az 
frankly respectful of the* Catholic 
religion, which couhts among its ad- 
herents the large majority of the 
country. This was a wise move. 
Under his Government religion as ¢ 
party; will have no chance of ex- 
pansion. No leader( will be able to 
exploit it for his own ambitious pur- 
posea. He has destroyed. clericalism 
in politics, 

The foreign policy of the Fascisti 
began in a spectacular way by the 
refusal of Mussolini to go to: Lau- 
sanne until Poincaré and Curzon had 
retraced their steps and met him at 
Teritet, at the same hotel where the 
writer stayed while he attended the 
conference. The noble lord indulged 








in a fit of temper, which caused the 
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gallant Italian leader to send flowers 
to Lady Curzon. 

From this, and from demonstra- 
tions of aggressive nationalism by 
some Fascisti, it was deduced that 2 
great danger to the peace of Europe 
had arisen. International financiers 
began to fear for their holdings, con- 
scious of many misdeeds. But they ts 
are now well reconciled to the new 
‘order. Those who feared that Mus- 
solini might prove to be acting the 
bull in the china shop were not 
aware of his character. He is a cau- 
tious young Latin. _ His behavicr 
toward Jugoslavia, with the Croat 
element ever ready to seize upon any 
excuse for being unpleasant to Italy, 
showed great self-control. He ex- 
pressed his wish to honor the sig- 
nature of a previous Government 
and to respect the Treaty of Rapallo, 
bitter pill though that was. He car- 
ried the agreement of Santa Mar- 
gherita. to the Chamber and forced 
it through. He sacrificed much for 
the sake of peace with his peppery 
ny 3 

Mussolini's attitude to the Allies 
was dignified, calm. and far from 
uncompromising. If he were to be 
ignored, not as Musssolini but as 
ruler of Italy, it ia probable that his 
alleged idea of a European bloc 


. would become a tempting venture, 


but Mussolini believes in the live and 
let live policy. He has expressed 
himself toward the Soviets.in clear 
language. His policy is practical. ~ 
*? We have to be friendly with coun- 
tries upon whose exports we depend 
for our daily lives."’. In foreign ex- 
change Mussolini has done the next 
best thing to improving the ex- 
change—he has stabilized it. The 
Government has: paid special atten- 
tion to Italian emigration, with re- 
sults already favorable. 

Young Italy is, in short, going 
through a very interesting crisis. 
Never have the signs of a: new re- 
birth, of a real renaissance, been so 
marked as today. Young men of 
great talent and of an infinite ca- 
pacity for taking pains are working 
in every field of life, fired by the 
intense patriotism of their leaders. 
Economy, efficiency,. self-denial, a 
spiritual longing for a great achieve- 
ment—these are found everywhere. 

Dr. Grossich, the first President of 
Fiume, says: “L'amore di patria @ 
passione o non @ nulla "—*‘ Love of 
country is a passion or it is noth- 
ing.” That is the attitude of the 
Fascisti. That is the attitude of 
@’Annunzio, whose recent move- 





ments have been very much misun- 
derstood, and of Sem Benelli, the 
two most interesting writers and 
leaders of the day. And both have 
large followings as political thinkers 
and. patriots. Both have chosen 
their distinct fields of action, both 
are supporting the new movement. 
D’Annunzio greeted Mussolini a few 
hours before he assumed power, and 
Sem Benelli’s telegram of adhesion 
was one of the first to be received 
by the leader of Fascism. Ugo 
Ojetti and Giuseppe Prezzolini, 
whose places in Italian literature 
are very high, have expressed the 
same idea to the writer. 

In short, Fascism in power is an 
infinitely more serious human mani- 
festation than Fascism in opposition. 
It has given to Italy peace, work, a 
directing will, a controlled energy. 
It has given the youth of the coun- 
try what they had vainly hoped for 
as a result of the war. Fascism is 
not merely an anti-Bolshevist move- 
ment, a movement against all that is 
destructive. It is the clear expres- 
sion of the will of a whole genera- 
tion, tired of bureaucracy, parlia- 
mentarism and -intellectual quib- 
blings. Fascism may be the rule of 
a minority, but that minority is or- 
ganized and the majority is sag to 
follow, it. 

Wor we have entered an age of ef- 
ficiency, therefore that of the rule 
of organized minorities, the rule of 
oligarchies—but we do not seem to 
be aware of it, perhaps, because in 
America conscious organized minori- 
ties always did take the lead and 
the nation followed willingly. 

The new-order is fast approaching. 
From two-different but not opposed 
angies Fascism and Bolshevism will 
evolve until they meet on common 
ground—in their enmity to-idlers, in-

Thus ran the press report of Au- 
gustin Daly’s supper on the night of 
April 13, 1887, celebrating the 100tn 
perférmarice of John Drew, Ada 
Rehan, Mrs. Gilbert, James Lewis 
and their associates in their memora- 
ble Shakespearean production, ‘‘ The 
Taming of the Shrew."’ 

Now, thirty-six. years after, some 
one has thought of such a supper. 
Daly is gone, and so are Lewis and 
Ada Rehan and Mrs. Gilbert. The 
jpeakers who toasted them, even the 
** wine gl that clinked and the 
champagne that bubbled,’’ have slid 
into history. But John Drew, the 
Petruchio who tamed the Shrew of 
1877, sti holds the boards. 
when on the discovery. that this 
month of March was the 
fiftieth anniversary of his first ap- 
pearance on the stage, some one sug- 
gested a party to honor him, there 
came such a response from those 
who have loved him.as bids fair to 
make even that gathering at Daly’s 
seem poor by comparison. 

‘* We felicitate you,’’ they wrote 
to Mr, Drew the other day, ‘“‘ on 
this coming anniversary. * * * We 
and others who will join us wish 
to mark that occasion with a dinner 
at which you will be our guest. 
Should it meet your convenience, the 
place will be the Biltmore.and the 
time the 25th of MUHarch, at 8 
o'clock. 

To which message were appended 
the names: _George Gordon Battle, 
Samuel G. Payne, James M. Beck, 
David.

In the morning we awoke. at 
Muna, forty miles from Merida. 
After breakfast, with its inevitable 
and very welcome shower of tropical 
fruits, we left the train to take 
“ Fortingads ""—the Mexican for 
“ Fords.” The ten-mile stretch to 
the ruins is rough in places, al- 
though vastly iniproved, and. daily 
improving, under Governor Cafrii- 
lo’s good reads program. But not 
even the most tender-footed Yuca- 
tologist had the heart to complain 
seriously of jolting when he thought 
of the. heroism recorded by earlier 
explorers or listened to the more re- 
cent experiences as related by mem-' 
bers of the local archaeological so- 
ciety. 

Until the present visit of the Amer- 
ican scientists and the first body. of 
organized tourists, Uxmal was

And yet, more than 

ever perhaps, an opera.season is a 

necessity in Harbin. 

Twenty-five years ago when Har- 
bin was founded as a river junction 
on the Sungari for the railway to 
Port Arthur, it was not a moving- 
picture palace that was established 
to make life tolerable for the pio- 
neers who came to map out the new 
outpost for imperial Russia; it was 
an opera house. Think of the -fate 
of an opera house in a young rail- 
road town in the Middle West! Think 
of the fate of opera in Boston! In 
the years that followed the popula- 

' tion of Harbin was largely recruited 
from Blagovaschensk, the Siberian 
prison colony. Men and women re- 
leased after a long term and unable 
to make their way back to Russia 
settled in Harbin and reared their 
families there. 

When, after the Russo-Japanese 
war, Russia lost its hold on Port Ar- 
thur, refugees fell back on Harbin. 
And when in 1917 imperial Russia 
disappeared from the world alto- 
gether, Harbin became the last out- 
post of comparative safety for those 
harried souls to whom imperial Rus- 
sia is still a cherished dream. Street 
fighting, banditry, starvation are 
names that have got abroad in con- 
nection with Harbin, so that for sev- 
eral years those who have heard of 
it at all are likely to have heard of 
it as a wild and dangerous place. 
_Even Admiral Knight of the Pacific 
fleet introduced it to me as ‘* about 
the crudest place you are likely to 
es **- Yet through all the vicissi- 

udes and amid all the crudeness and 
poverty, opera, which we have 
learned to consider as an exotic tux- 
ury for days of prosperity, flour- 
ishes in Harbin

If you go to the Sobrangia on an 
opera night, you will see and you will 
always’remember. The Sobrangia, is 
the club built by the most paternal 
of Governments for that early set- 
tlement. of railroad pioneers to nour- 
ish life for them in this outer dark- 
ness to which they had gone on the 
Czar’s business. It contains dining 
rooms, smoking rooms, foyers, a 
“*lotto parlor,” of all whimsical in- 
stitutions—and an opera house. Be- 
hind is a garden for outdoor con- 
certs in Summer. The building is 
beautifully designed and decorated. 
In the opera house you may took 
for the flamboyant new art which 
represents the Russian theatre on 
the Century Roof in New York. 
But you will find a long hall with 
walls. paneled and garlanded in 
finely modeled relief, and absolutely 
white. The stage and the single 
tier of boxes are hung with blue. 
There is nowhere the exotic Russian 
extravagance which one expects. It 
is as chaste as a New England meet- 
ing house, with an added grace and 
fluency of outline. 

Here- opera is performed twice a 


week. On the other nights the 


troupe plays at the Commercial Club 
or the New Theatre in. Pristan, the 
Washington Street region of Harbin, 
but the Railway Club on the Bolshoi 
Prospect, Harbin’s Commonwealth 
Avenue, is its home and its true 
Paradise. 

They are playing ‘‘ Carmen’’ to- 
night. Droskies are dashing into the 
lighted esplanade before the club. 
They cut dangerously: in front of 
each other. Each fur-hatted isvoch- 
tick, flourishing his thong whip, 
wishes t6 make~the curb ahead of 
the others. The shaggy horses are 
clouded with. their breath and their 


Moses are hung with silvery beards 


of frost. The audience emerge from 
huge fur rugs and roll on to the side- 
walk. One can only roll when one 
is wearing wadded coats, wadded 
gloves, a hat larger than a muff and 
fur-lined felt overshoes. Riding in 
droskies is chill business with the 
thermometer below zero. 

In the lobby they’ are busily di- 
vesting themselves of their padding 
—men and women together—some 
of them emerging unexpectedly 
slender from the huge rolls of coats 
and sweaters. Newcomers, sweep- 
ing in amid clouds of their own 
breath, push in among those who 
are taking off their wraps. On 
either side arc balustraded en- 
closures with coat racks. Every one 
pushes for the balustrade, bearing 
his overshoes in his hand and his 
enormous roll of clothing across his 
shoulder and crying, “ Pijaiste! 
Pijaiste! ” over the heads of the 
crowd to call the attention of the 
hectic little clerk in the black blouse 
to their overburdened condition and 
their eagerness to get into their 
seats before the overture begins. “He 
darts to and fre, heroically flinging 
great coats on hooks ang hurrying 





back with the cheeks, When he 
gives us no check for our best fur 


coats it does not mean that he will 
make way with them, but that we 
look so extraordinary in that assem- 
blage that he can remember us and 
our clothes without a eheck to iden- 
tify us. We, the most inconspicu- 
ous people at. home, are such out- 
rageous oddities here that- one who 
has looked upon us would remember 
us always—even an overdriven 
checking clerk. 

It is wholesome to remember that 
it is we who are queer and not the 
people who are strolling-or sitting 
in the inner foyer through’ which 
one- must pass on his way to the 
auditorium. Otherwise I should be 
tempted at once to feel that it is all 
@ play, costumed and. posed to. make 
me wonder and laugh. At first it 
is the coiffeurs and the "beards 
which strike me. With the women 
there is a startling emergence of the 
ears; with the men an equally star- 
tling “disappearance of chins. The 
women’s hair is frizzled in little 
tufts above the ears and pulled away 
behind into marvelous knots that 
often bristle’ with shining combs. 
The men display all forms of beards, 
from ones that make the carica- 
tures of Bolsheviki look smooth and 
sleek, to’ more elegant appendages 
which suggest that their owners 
must be Europ ts. Any 
one by virtue of such a beard would. 
be marked as a “‘ personage ’’ or a 
“* character ” in a lobby in Boston. 

Every one in that lobby is either a 

personage or a character. The man 
with the long hair and the embroi- 
dered shirt belted in at the waist 
must be an ultra-Byronic poet. The 
two tramping about in hip boots and 
bright felt blouses that button to 
their very ears can only be Cossacks, 
and the one so shaggy, so black- 
shirted and ragged at the knees must 
have stolen at the point of a revolver 
the money to come tonight. The 
little old man who pushes among the 
crowd as if ever on important busi- 
ness seems to’ have been . preserved 
from the grand old age of composers. 
His beardless, wrinkled face and 
white hair falling over his ears, the 
full, creamy tie wound like ‘a stock 
about his high collar, make him look 
like a daguerreotype of some exqui- 
site old musician. The knot of gen- 
tlemen with startlingly. pompadoured 
hair and beards combed into a va- 
riety of tonsorial: fantasies can only 
be grand dukes in exile. To be sur- 
rounded by such figures is absurdly 
melodramatic. 

Most of the women are sitting on 
long benches against the walls. Very 
few of. them are gaily dressed; none 
are décolleté. Only the multiplication 
of appliquéd plaques. of embroidery 
on their ample bosoms and the bright 
combs in their hair indicate that they 
are wearing their best. Occasionally 
there is an ermine stole incongru- 
ously draped over a simple cloth 
dress. Furs are plentiful in Harbin. 
Schoolgitis with long braids own 
their backs and Black sateen aprons 
over their high-necked frocks walk

ladies moving under mountains of 
avoirdupois are steered by their fam- 
flies to seats against the wall. Pale- 
faced little boys in black blouses 
maintain a sedate stroll behind their 
elders. No one is too old or too 
young to go to the opera. - 

Among them all thereis an air of 
being completely at home. There is 
none of the reserve or aloofness of 
a public place. Every ‘one indulges 
in leisurely and intimate visiting. 
There is much kissing of ladies’ 
hands by gentlemen with -gallantly 
bowed backs, much linking arms for 
friendly little strolls, frank staring 
of unashamed mutual interest, and 
over all the air of placid relaxation. 

There are, of course, the few 
aliens. Chinese officials and their 
wives, groups of Japanese gentle- 
men in dinner jackets and their 
wives bent under the humps of their 
best obis, move among the crowd 
of Ri figures, but 
hardly so strange to it as the Amer- 
icans and English. 

The bell ringing through the foyer 
turns the crowd into the auditorium 
where scattering members of the 
audience are already seated. The 
little, black-bloused ushers are sell- 
ing programs and making a feeble 
show of looking for seats. There is 
a hissing of staccato ‘‘ Pijalstes” as 
people climb past the knees of those 
already seated. And then a per- 
emptory ‘‘ Sh!"’ as the lights go out, 
and after a breathless moment the 
orchestra crashes into the overture 
of “* Carmen.” 

The music was full and sure and 
sweet. A symphony orchestra might 
have more power, but it could not 
be truer or more vivid and inspiring. 
The little thrills that an opera over- 
ture should evoke went up my spine. 

When the curtains parted, the 
stage seeméd very “small and very 
near. The little chorus of twenty- 
five appeared projected toward the 
audience. The inevitable plainness 
of an opera chorus was, not veiled 
by remote distance or lofty space 
but stared over the jentiietia: am ac- 
centuated by curiously blatant make- 
up. There was none of the illusion 
of costumes or scenery by~° which 
musical shows of way overawe 
their audiencts justify the ad- 
vertisements of a million-doljar pro- 
duction. There were makeshift 
touches: that made one remember 
amateur theatricals.which he him- 
self had helped to conduct. 

But the heartiness and: sincerity 
and musical skill of the ‘production 
carried. me into the spirit of Car- 
men with a spell surer than any that 
could have been wrought with mere 
lights and scenery and costumes. 
And when Carmen finally swung 
down the long goth - steps, hands 
on hips, wi caught dar. 
ingly about her ware saucily ‘uptilt- 
ed, [ felt a new thrill se that J 
could ajmost have cheered. From 
that moment she held her audience 
with the power of a full, sweet voice 
and the zest of contagious energy. 





danced with the tambourine untii 
she had wearied the very ballet. She 
let Don José fling her full length 
upon the stage and drag her by the 
back of the neck and choke her in 
a manner. terrifying in its realism: 
Every actor whom she touched was 
galvanized into a dramatic frenzy. 
There was action, untamed and 
glorious, fromthe moment of her 
entrance to the moment when. she 
reeled away from Don José'’s dagger 
and fell before the picture of her 
chosen toreador. When the curtain 
felt, the audience rose in a mass, 
stamping, shouting ‘‘ Brava! "’ as 
she rose from the dead to bow over 
and over again. 

I have sometimes heard such en- 
thusiasm in the far_regions of the 
upper gallery of the Metropolitan 
Opera House when the Italians stop 
to chcer long after the fashionable 
box holders have given their well- 
bred approval and swept forth to 
their limousines. But here in Har- 
bin the whole house rocked with 
** Bravas! ’’ It was thrilling. On 
many other opera nights I have 
heard those roars of approval, -‘‘Bis! 
Bis!’ and “‘ Brava, Brava! ’’ after 
an especially fine bit of singing, or 
at the end of a stirring act. | 
thought if foreign singers have 
learned to.look for this frenzy of 
enthusiasm, how our stolid Anglio- 
Saxon audiences must chill them and 
how far and few the. cheers from the 
gallery must seem—high up under ~ 
the roof of the Metropolitan. 

Do the fabulous salaries and thé 
glamour of publicity which attend 
the careers of opera stars in Amer- 
ica take the place of this spon- 
taneous, sympathetic response? The 
actors of Harbin are giving unusual 
talent for rewards that would seem > 
ridiculous to the favorites of New 
York and Chicago. But Harbin seems. 
determined to keep opera, which ap- 
pears necessary to its very life, at 
a price level where it will not ex- 
clude any. who love it. The Rail-

Fetid Literature As 


False 


By A WOMAN 


AM not a feminist. I am not 
strong for isms of any sort. 
And I don’t find it easy to cul- 
tivate a taste for ‘* fetid liter- 

ature."’ This last statement can be 
proved. After ig “ Feminism 
and Fetid Literature ” in-' THE Times 
of Feb. 18 I borrowed a copy of 
‘*La Garconne”- (I. did not have 
to go far to borrow one, either), and 
I tried to read it. I couldn't. - It 
was not my French that was want- 
ing; it was my stomach. So I can 
say with considerable assurance that 
I don’t fall for ‘* fetid literature.’’ 

But no sooner was my borrowed 
copy. of ‘‘ La Garconne”: blazing 
merrily up the chimney, while I 
speculated as to whether so sincere 
an expression of my sentiments was 
really worth the price of a new. copy 
. (for nobody would ever conveniently 
forget having loaned such a book), 
than I yielded to another rash im- 
pulse. and read ‘*‘ Feminism and 
Fetid. Literature” over a - second 
time. 

The result of that act was fatal, I 
fear, for it -is always fatal to. my 
logic for me to get into an argument. 
Still, ‘I am. feminine, if not a fem- 
inist, and I must have my say. If 
my say never reaches.the author of 
that article, who, I understand, is a 
prominent neurologist and an erudite 
and astute literary critic, I shalf 
have the satisfaction—so dear. to the 
feminine -soul—of having had the 
last word. If it does reach him— 
well, I'll chance it. 

It is not half so easy to express 
my attitude toward the article and 
its author as it was to express it to- 

But -as I stood, 
in hand, - facilitating the 


wished I could, for one solemn mo- 
ment, face the learned author, who 
knows’ so much about biology and 
the feminine soul, and require him 
to swear; as we used to do -when 

y youngsters, “ Honest, cross 
my heart, I do, or I don’t believe all 
I did not say—but more than said, 
intimated—in that article to the dis- 
paragement of one honored sex.”’ 
And that sex is—but I shall try to 
state my own position first. 

I am ready to agree with every- 
thing the author of the article said in 
regard to the book, so far as I read 
in it—and I am more‘ than ready to 
accept his opinion for what I did not 
read. What is more, I am giad it 
was he that had to read@ it and not I. 

I am ready to agree with every- 
thing he said in regard to the “ aor- 
mal woman, biologically and. psycho- 
logically.’ He is a learned man and 
psychologist, so of course he knows 
all about the “ normal-woman *' and 
the *‘ feminine soul.” I-am only an 
ignorant and ‘prejudiced woman. so 
my opinion on such matters would 
be valueless, anyway. 

I am. ready to agree with him that 
the logical outcome of the feminist 
movement is the right to do every- 
thing that men do, even to striving 
for and crying for a “‘ single stand- 
ard ”* for the sexes. 

So far I follow his reasoning 
meekly and willingly, if not always 
understandingly. But no further. 
Though not a feminist, I am not 
going to agree with him that the 
feminist movement can be typified 
by a moral imbecile running amuck. 
And when he holds up his search-

light, as it were accidentally, so as 
to show up some sidelights on the 
masculine soul, I balk squarely and 
plant. both feet like a Missouri: mule. 
Not a step further will I follow his 
reasoning, not until he shoots my 
prgjudice full of holés with wisdom 
plus psychology—and not then. 
Earnest and intelligent and con- 
sistent feminists—whether they know 
it or not—are straining on the leash 
of laws and conventions to be al- 
lowed to do everything men do, the 
doctor. says. Perhaps they are. 
Perhaps they do want to imitate 
men, as the doctor says they do. 
But if they do, what sort of men 
do they want to imitate? There are 
as many kinds of men as there are 
kinds of women, presumably. 
Anyway, the author did not say 
there were not; and I say there are. 
He says that the Garconne was 
@ moral imbecile. Now, ~ are 
there not moral imbeciles who 
are men, -just as well as. moral 
imbeciles who are women? If 
the Garconne was a moral imbe- 
cile and tried to imitate a man, is 
it not natural that she should try to 
imitate a man who was a moral-im- 
becile? She did not become a moral 
imbecile because she was a feminist, 
nor did she become a feminist be- 
cause she was_a moral imbecile. [f 
normal women, being feminista, want 


that the kind of men they will imi- 
tate will be normal men? ‘ 

The author of the article says that 
it is contrary to science for a wo- 
man to go through such experiences 
as the Garconne chose to go through 
and come out a normal woman—or 
to ** right herself through her ex- 
periences,” ag he expresses it, marry 
and live happily as the Garconne 
does, and presumably become an 
ideal member of civilized society. 


-for a man to do so? 

consistent with everyday life. 
admits that a woman, as well as a 
man, may be depended upon to 
‘‘ right herself through her experi- 
ences,’’ but says that a normal wo- 
man would never have such experi- 
ences as those the Garconne chose 
to have. Would a. normal man 
choose to have them? With due al- 
lowance for a superior toughness of 
fibre in the male, as well as the su- 
perior leniency which society has 
allowed him in the breaking of cer- 
tain laws, can any human soul, male 
or female, touch what is debasing and 
not carry ugly scars through life? 
And do normal men want to “* find 
themselves *’ through defilement any 
more than do normal women? 

I am not speaking of biology and 
psychology. If I were I should only 
show my ignorance, as well as my in- 
eptitude. for argument, -but I am 
neither blind nor deaf and I do know 
something of average American life. 
And I resent this critic's -intimation 
or insinuation that if feminists follow 
the - example of average- decent 
American men they will become 
** garconnés.’’ I resent it not be- 
cause I want to imitate men, but be- 
cause I want to respéct them—at 
least some of them—because I have

The artist saw his chance for 
decorative detail in the quirk of the 
smooth hair just above the beauti- 
fully drawn ear; ~saw, but did not 
seize it, contented himself instead 
with a crude and careless wisp of 
paint telling you only, what might 
have been. He had a similar chance 
with the wrinkles on the thin neck 
turned sharply for auto-observation. 
Paul Manship would have played 
gorgeously with those excellent 
wrinkles. For Mr. Dickinson they 
have spelled nothing but slightly 
wearied realism.

Going back to the Vanderbilt Gal- 
lery, a portrait hanging not far from 
Mr. Cobb, “ Olive Coffeen of Coving- 
ton,”” by Eugere Francis Savage, 
shows a fairly successful attempt to 
give a decorative turn to portraiture 
and unite the two by a psychological 
reading of the sitter’s aspect. The 
round, primitive tree foliage against 
which the long, pallid face is quietly 
defined proves slightly overpowering 
for the withdrawn and delicate char- 
acter of the physiognomy, and the 
little town beyond is not quite pre- 
cise enough for the precision: of the 
drawing in the figure, and the colors, 
although grayed to harmony, are not 
quite beautifully related. Never- 
theless, it is an interesting attempt 
and -an excellent springboard for 
other leaps into unfamiliar genre.

lost physical beauty and saved that 
which springs from spiritual and in- 
tellectual sources, . 

Louis Ritman in the South Gallery 
has~a couple of portraits of women 
that carry us back to France, to the 
awakened powerful. France of the 
late nineteenth century with its 
widespread influence. Mr. Ritman 
sees his subject with the pictorial 
emphasis that has made modern 
French painting notable in all its 
phases. The portrait of Mademoi- 
selle Gaby stretched full length upon 
a sofa is the less emphatic of the 
two, but the large curve of the sofa 
‘back, the light mass of the skirts, 
and the character of the head are 
consifered as elements of design. 
The other portrait, ‘‘ Mageie,’’ also 
@ woman on a sofa, is more sculp- 
turesque, with the cool gray model- 
ing in the bent head that lends. so 
much’ distinction to a picture when 
the character of the subject dictates 
it.

Camelia Whitehurst shows a pic- 
ture of a child that has quite an- 
other kind of originality and a charm 
difficult to put into words and siill 
more difficult to put into paint. But 
it is the charm of the born painter. 
The artist when this type of child 
appears sees it as a composite vision 
of flowers and sunrise and Summer 
and everything else that gives you 
the same sensation. of freshness and 
mild warmth and light after dark- 
ness. Mrs. Whitehurst has painted 
her beautiful little. model with no ab- 
surdity of symbolism to dot the ‘i ’’ 
of significance; has painted her spon- 
taneously and with due regard to 
representation; the little figure bow- 
ing out childishly, the little hands 
childishly clasped between the knees, 
the spiky little legs hanging loosely. 

figure lifts-itself like a 
flower from the great flecks of pig- 
ment that Me like fallen petals on 
the surface of the canvas.

no women upon the stage, all the 
roles being taken by men and 
youths. “Another interesting feat- 
ure of the of days before the 
Reformation of Japan was the con- 
servatism that made the vocation of 
actor hereditary. There are today 
families the members ef which for 
fifteen generations have been on the 
stage. Some managers can 
trace their family records through 
fifteen generations of managership; 
while ten or eight or sevef genera- 
tions are not rare. This even applied 
to scene painters and stage hands. 

The most famous Japanese movie 
star this year is Miss Ka 
Yoshido. I saw her in a m 
Japanese ‘production where the plot 
unfolded_it so well and the act- 
ing was so“vivid that I did not feel 
hampered by my inability to read 
the legends, or to understand the 
spokesman, who kept up a running 
commentary on the plot of the play 
for the benefit of the slow-minded. 
This ‘‘ spokesman’’ strikes the 
Westerner as curious. There is an 
incessant droning of the voice, some- 
times two voices overlapping, as the 
actions . are explained, by one 
“story teller” for the masculine 
réles and one for the feminine roles. 
This last always uses a high whining 
voice, which is the accepted conven- 
tion for the stage féminine voice. 

Another difference which - strikes, 
and strikes hard, the uninitiated for- 
eigner, is the absence of seats at his 
accustomed elevation. He can sit on 
the floor on a thin cushion, or he 
can sit on his legs, provided he is 
supple and thin and_Spartan enough. 
There is no better way that I know 
of to come in close contact with the 
people than to. attend a popular 
movie. The house - accommodates 
just as many as can be squeezed in.

The Story of the Second Hungarian Rhapsody 


T is an old story now—begun three-quarters of a cen- 
tury ago. 
A placid valley in old Roumania shone in a crimson 
grandeur on that evening, touched by the setting sun. 


Before a fire the gypsies sat. They laughed; they chat- , 
tered; they sang—their wild, dark faces, their tawdry tinsel 
gleaming to the fire. Slightly apart sat a man. Pale and 
lean and ascetic-looking he was, and yet about him seemed 
to cling the spirit-of some vague, mysterious romance. 


He was the great Franz Liszt—already famous in all the 
music-centers of Europe—come there on a strange quest.

The 
master played, and the mind went back to that peaceful 
Roumanian valley, to the, gypsy folk whose voices had 
sounded forth those age-old songs to be transfigured by a 
genius mind. That music lived again infinitely beautified, 
infinitely adorned. All the pathos of that homeless, wan- 
dering race leaped like witcheries from beneath his hands. 


The poor tinsel, the gaudy clothes, the dark, passionate 
faces seemed to rise again from the keys. Mystery, lament, 
glad, mad gaiety became crystallized in one imperishable 
beauty of music—in the soul of immemorial gypsies en- 
shrined upon the keys.

Meanwhile’ Prague ts planning to ex~ 
tend-its own field of the drama. “Out- 
side of the purely German theatres, the 
city has only four playhouses of the 
first rank, two of which, the Narodni 
and the Stavovske, afe under national 
auspices, and the remaindér in. the out- 
lying. sections. of Smichov and .Vinoh- 
rady, The Narodni. was the stronghold 
of Czech patriotism before the. war 
when the cengor at Vienna ruled the 
theatres with.an.jron hand. Built by 
popular subscription in 1881, it , hurned 
to the ground almést immediately after, 
Undismayed, the people of the city, de- 
termined to have a theatre in their own 
tongue, immediately “responded - with 
sufficient. money for a .second’ theatre 
on the same site, which was completed 





two years later. The Stavovske, on the 
other hand, was formerly.; the theatre 
of the German aristocracy-in Prague, 
and, among other’ famous, first:nights, 
served™as the scene of the orkd pre- 
miére of Mozart’s ‘‘ Don Jian.” 

These, the on}y..two Czech theatres 
in urban Prague, fhough darge as Euro- 
pean theatres g6,.are ynot-nearly suf- 
ficient for the requirements of the grow- 
ing city. It Se. Proposed, therefore, to 
build an opera house which shall ‘be 
used only for the “purposes of opera, 
and an intimate. theatre for the pédr- 
formance - of ‘and . domestic 
dramas. The Narodni under this plan 
would be devoted almost entirely to the 
presentation of and histori- 
cal dramas,;of which the’ Czechs are in- 
ordinately: fond. 

The Czech drama . hes two utterly dit- 
ferent’ phases, one ‘old’.and:“one very 
new, the line of demarkation being the 
accession: of Bohemia to its nationhood. 
So divergent, in fact, are these two 
phases that they cannot even be con- 
sidered as coming from the same source. 
Czech drama before the war was pure 
nationalist politics, the flame of 
patriotism kept alive at the altar of 
Thespis. "Through .the historical 
‘“ Kral Vac- 
lav’ IV,” with its long, impassioned 
speeches, -the ‘leaders ‘of the, Czech 
movement were able to circumvent to 


| some degree the authority of the Haps- 


burgs and hold the people to their pur- 
pose with at least a semblance of unity. 
“Discussing -the 


drama in his study recently, Dr. Otakar 
| Fischer, himself a poet ‘and playwright 


and recently dramatic ‘critic of Prague's 

leading journal, Nerodni Listy, read this 
passage from an article on ‘ The Bo- 
hemian Drama,” which he himself had 
written:

in his senility, imagines himself still the 
favored one. ‘There is the Socialiat, a 
most*polite and mild-manneréd one, rep- 
resented as a shabby old clerk in the 
office of the advocate. There is also his 
daughter (played by O. Scheinpflu- 
gova, who is said to ‘be the fianc4e of 
Molnar), whose ‘young man, crazed: by 
his infatuation for Emilia, kills himself 
when she proves cold to his advances. 
And there are many others, too numer- 
ous to: Hst. 

All of. them are given the opportunity 
to see at first hand the conditions and 
results’ of the life’ eternal, to weigh it 
in the balance, its advantages and dls- 
advantages, And decide for themselves 
whether it is good or evil. Emilia, ob- 
taining thé precious document, offers it 
in turn to each of those: abdut her. 
Each is tempted; the fear of death is 
written largely on every face, but the 
sreater.fear of life blots out the taste 
for immortality. 

The last to meet the offer is. the 
youngest of them all, the daughter of 
the advocate’s clerk. Shé¢, of course, 
is-the new generation, the only one in 
whom acceptance or rejection of the se- 
cret. really matters, after all. Her re- 
ception of the document. is contemptu- 
ous, What need has “youth of eternal 
life? Life. already, with all its posstbili- 
ties, stretches out gloriously and end- 
lessly ahead, Youth. has:an immortal- 
ity of ite own which needs rio elixirs or 
magi¢” fountains. and foruiae to sus- 
tain: it: 
 “Toomm young. Life | is before me,”’ 
says Kristina, and seizes a burning can- 
die from the table.” In a moment the 
paper and its secret are a heap of ashes 
ground beneath the slender Paris heel 
of youth. The curtain falls amid the 
ringing paean of Emilia, who joyfully 
proclaims the death of immortality. 

Capek, despite his frequent flights into 
pure fantasy, is neither a dreamer, a 
theorist nor an obscurantist. He is con- 
cerned with conditions, not as they 
might. be or aa they ought’ to-be, but 
as they are. Instead of-spending our 
time waiting for a-supernestural solu- 
tion such ag immortality or universal 
robots -(themselvés symbols of Various 
modern. tendencies) or some other brand 
of patent remedy to drop into our laps 
to save us thought and time and worry 
and probably déstroy.us in the end, we 
should do better ‘to. work with the ma- 
terials which we have at hand and try 
to fashion a social system which ehall 
at least reduce the immemorial cruelty 
and injustice of man toward man. 

The basis of Capék's contention is the 
well known advertising slogan, ‘ Accept 
no substitutes... Just. as robots were the 
substitute for personal initiative, so is 
immortality a substitute for industry. 
By. substitution we fashion the means 
for our destruction. The créature turns 
upon the creator. When we shall have 
eternal life, then nothing any more will 
matter very much, We shall have time 
ito. do everything, and ‘consequently we 
shall be doing nothing. 

Capek -has temporarily -abandoned 
playwriting for the moment and is said 
to be working on a.novel. When his 
next play of the cycle is. revealed,

Among many defini- 
tions of melodrama, one is that a melo- 
drama is a ‘type of play in which the 
situation, so to speak, “creates ’’ ‘the 
people, as over against that mightier, 
form called tragedy, in which the ine 
evitable character of the dramatis per~- 
sonae creates the situation. Undoubt- 
edly it is much easier to work up a 
smashing idea for a scene and then 
to invent the types that would fall into 
such a scene than to breathe life into 
a list of charaéters that would have to 
é¥olve, because they are what they are, 
in the direction of this or’ that 4dé- 
nouement. Rice has worked assiduously. 
‘at this type of play, and genuine praise 
is due to him for this success. ‘Though 
the average person doesn’t suspect sit, 
even the lesser thing when {t comes to 


“playwriting isn't easy. And to have 


written so great a hit in -this genre 
as ‘On Trial” was something of an 
event in the American theatre. Proba-

He made many original investiga- 
tions into such manifestations of it as 
come into the ken of an American'stu- 
dent, and he was always an ardent 
champion of’ the use.of it by) composers 
for artistic purposes. His attention was 
devoted chiefly to the negro folk-tunes 
and “‘ spirituals,’"’ of which he had made 
a large collection, and had an intimate 
and first-hand knowledge. His work. on 
this subject was finally embodied in his 
book ‘‘ Afro-American Folk Songs,” pub- 
lished In 1914. 


It was his’ contention that these sdngs 
were the. nearest to the folk-songs that 
America had duced or could, under 
modern. conditions, produce; that. they 
are truly American, as having been 
created here, and as giving. voice to an 
important section of. Americans; and 
that. while they ‘are not the product of 
the dominating race, they have qualities 
and characteristics that make them ap- 
peal strongly to that race. He did not 
succeed in gaining universal acceptance 
of his views; but Krehbiel’s preaching 
of folk-songs in season and out of sea- 
son hag had a large influence on the 
composers of America. 

As a critic Krehbiel had a mind open 
to all the newer manifestations of music 
that, seemed to him to be based on the 
elements: of true progress, on beauty 
and sincerity. But he was above all a 
classicist—a lover of Bach, of, Mozart, 
of Beethoven, of Schubert, of the greatest 
men of the past who have erected‘ the 
great and enduring foundations of the 
art. Of Mozart and Beethoven he was 
a deep student, and on the latter, espe- 
clally, a great and original. authority. 

Of that he has left an endurihg monu- 
ment in his edition of A. W. Thayer's 
“Life of Beethoven.’’. The third and 
last volume of this is almost entirely his 
own interpretation of the vast mass of 
notes and material collected by Thayer, 
that he himself never worked up. In 
some important particulars. it has 
changed the view that has generally 
‘been held of “Beethoven's last. years; 
and it'is written with.as much acumen 
and penetration ang skill in ‘tthe weigh- 
ing of evidence as sympathy and rever- 
ence. 

If may truly be said that this quality 
of reverence for the great men of music 
made Krehbiel a purist. He was wroth 
with any who sought to tamper with the

tn putting them forth, scorning ulterior 
influences that have no place in'a sin- 
cere cultivation’ of music, he ‘made 
enemies) He never thought of staying 
his pen when there*was evil to be at- 
tacked: But he made friends and ad- 
mirers innumerable in the half century 
of his work. There are not ’,only ‘per- 
senal friends who cherish~the memory. 
of his warm and gracious. personality; 
there are others all, over the country 
who are.in ‘his debt for the strength 
and vigor of, his writing that has 
brought them ‘stimulus ahd refreshment 
and has,opened new horizons; and many 
whom he never saw who owe him for 
personal kindness and much assistance. 

And if a personal note may be. par- 
dened, there are for this writer mem- 
ories of thirty-seven years of close and 
intimate friendship; of kindness, en- 
couragement, advice, direction in a 
career, as from a father, to a son; of 
the giving of opportunity. And there is 
the bitter sense of personal loss; of a 
great good gone from the world.

To the. Editor of The New York Times: 

In ‘the various newspaper comments 
on the passing. of Mr. Stransky as con- 
dudtor of the New York Philharmonic 
Society, one point has not been touched 
upon, Lukewarm in their praise of Mr. 
Stransky's musicianship, no one has 
given him the great praise that is his 
due as a master of program makers. 

Without technical knowledge of music, 
I have attended the Philharmonic con- 
certs for many years. I can safely say 
that a very large public will affection- 
ately remember Mr. Strahsky’s’ régime. 
He gave to capacity audiences the music 
they: wantéd to hear.. His, successors 
may: be greater interpreters of great 
music, I ‘do not know; but will they 
continue. to offer music of indifferent 
interest to their hearers? 2 

In the presentation. of so much that 
is new, one, crayes more Beethoven, 
more Wagner, more Tschaikovsky, more 
of the great masters of orchestral 
music: It would ‘seem, as though the 
ehanges in conductorship' would show 
the New York Philharmonic Society as 
having gained its soul and lost its heart.

HOME AND FOREIGN ART NOTES 





The recent dissensions in. the Société 
Nationale des Beaux-Arts have resulted 
in the establishment of a new salon in 
Paris to be called the *‘ Salon unique ”’ 
in which the most diverse tendencies in 
art may be repreBented without fear of 
clashing interests. The provisionary

MANY. CRAFT SAVED FROM TITANIC’S FATE 





OT since the Winter of 1912, when 
the Titanic sarik in a collision 
with an iceberg, have the North 

Atlantic” lanes of travel been ‘so 
menaced by icebergs and ice floes as 


Europe coming into, port within the 
past three weeks has brought stories 
of sighting bergs of huge, size, and 
many of the captains have related 
narrow escapes they had in guiding their 
craft away from them at night. Wire- 
less operators have been cautioned to 
exert extreme vigilance in exchanging 
information with vessels regarding bergs 
and floes, 

The Coast Guard Service. took cogni- 
zgance of the unusual condition a fort- 
night ago, when it dispatched the cutter 
Seneca to the Grand Banks, where bergs 
have’ been reported.in great numbers, 
for patrol duty. Acting as an outpost 
to approaching vessels, this cutter has 
been sending out hourly reports by 
radio, That skippers. appreciate the 
work of the Seneca is proved almost 
every time a steamer docks. Captain 
von den Heusel of the passenger steamer 
Nieuw Amsterdam, which’ arrived here 
thirty-six hours late as a result of de- 
touring away from bergs reported by 
the cutter, said that undoubtedly. the 
excellent service of the Seneca had saved 
many craft. s 

The danger. to navigation has been {n- 
tensified by the fact that unusually 
severe weather conditions have prevailed 
oh the Atlantic for the past months, ‘It’ 
is the consensus of opinion among lead- 
ing commanders that not in a quarter 
of a century have such heavy storms, 
winds and waves been encountered. 
Blinding ‘snow and sleet storms add to 
the strain of navigators as they proceed 
cautiously and peer through the occa- 
_fsional rifts for bergs. Their caution has 
been rewarded by safe voyages, . and. 
there’has been little disposition among 
passengers to- grumble if they arrived 
from one to seven days: late.

Uniform Automobile Bill. 


* ‘There’s.no politics in ‘the Automobile 
Bill, -for instance, and no <argument 
against it. “Its principal purpose is to 
make every driver of an automobile get 
a license, Why should one: group be 
exempted in favor of another? New 
York is:the only city where licenses are 
required. My son, who is as, good. a’ 
driver as atiy I ever saw, can’t run 4 
machine heré, but he can in Albany. 
A man ffom Syracuse, however, can 
come to, New York and drive around 
the ‘streets ‘all ‘he pleases ‘without: a’ 
license. A man who ‘has just run an- 
other down and killed him’ can begin 
driving an. automobile up-State two 
hours after the accident. 


‘* Why should a New Yorker have to 
get a license when an up-Stater is ex- 
empt? You might as well exempt a 
tan because he’s got whiskers. ~ 

“At present the automobile is regard- 
ed in this State solely as an object of 
revenue, not of regulation. In the next 
fiscal year we will get 14,000,000 in 
taxes from the owners and apparently 
that’s all the State cares about it. The 
State Tax Department has no more 
business licensing an automobile than 
it has to license a steam boiler or a 
dance hall. 

‘Best year 2,000 persons were killed 
in New York State. by automobiles.’ The 
best figures we'can get on injuries cone 
from the “Automobile “Association, and 
they show that in 1921 about 40,000 per- 
sons were seriously. hurt. Now, what 
this bill proposes {fs that, follow{ng the 
line of natural governmental’ agencies 
already in existence: fot the. purpose,‘ 
every driver..shall. ne Jicensed .and the 
police .shall: he lew, apd that 
half the teés slvmlt ig ) .theeerinunt- 
ties in whicte they originate.

STALIN, 


HE. Bolsheviki have begun to con- 
sider the leader who might fill 
Lénin’s place. With the serious 
ilinesa of their’ Premier, they 
have been confronted with a de- 

éision whith will weigh heavily in Rus- 
sia’s course in the future. 

Is there a second Lenin in Russia? An 
effort to answer the question was made 
in some measure during the’ periods of 
the Premier's illness, when the burden 
of his work had to be assumed by an- 
other. Was jit Rykov, First Vice Presi- 
dent of the *People’s Commissariat, to 
whom Lenin's duties were ifted? “Or 
was it some mysterious person of whom 
the world has ‘not yet heard who navi- 
gated the Russian Ship of State during 
this interim? Who are the strong men 
of Soviet Russia? * 

The two men who have been associated 
with: Lenin since his exile days and who 
are still! his faithful 
;Zinoviev and Kameniev. 
beginning of the November . revolution, 
they disagreed with Lenin and were 
ready to resign from the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Cummunist Party, but in 
gerieral they have voiced his opinions ac- 
curately,. In any group photograph. of 
Bolshevist leaders one might pick-up. 
Zinoviev and Kameniev are found on 
either side of the Premier, Some people 
in Russia are fond of calling them 
‘* Lenin's errand boys,” others depict 
them as his two-aposties, In. reality 
-they are neither, and yet they do. not 
have the qualities of leadership. They 
are followets, rather than -leaders. 
Zinoviev is President of the Petrograd 
Soviet and' Kameniev of the Moscow 
Soviet: Zinoviev was made the head of 
the Communist Intérnational, as Kani- 
reniev for a long time was not in the 
good favor of this body. 

While Zinoviev and Kamentev are old 
and tried friends of Lenin, the most 
trusted of ‘all is the 'present Commissar. 
of Nationalities, Stalin. -He-is Secre- 
tary of:the Communist Party, and of all 
the Soviet notables he is the least. vist- 
ble to outsiders. Trotzky, Radek, Buk- 
harin, _Rykov, Rakovsky; Dzerzhinsky 
and many other Commissars have been 
close enough to Lenin; but his real inti- 
mate is Stalin. And because, Stalin is 
so inaccessible; many legends have been 
woven around his personality. _ He was 
born in Georgia and-raiged in’ the Greek 
orthodox faith, He..was onee.a clerk 
and took an active part in the 1905 
revolution. In the .last. revolution” he 
handled the nationalities question’ of 
Russia with great skill and also was an.

Hotels and restaurants are said“to have 
dropped women on thé ground that they 
could not afford to employ two and 
three, shifts of workers ‘at’ prices’ con- 
eidéred exorbitant. Men, governed by 
no enactment coverifig hours and ‘wages, 
were employed ‘in their ‘stead. ‘ 

One worker who lost her job was a 
young negress, Wiflie Lyons, a hotel 
elevator runner, who had been getting 
$35 a month and her meals. It was 
decided to make a test case of her expe- 
rience to see whether lawscontrolling the 
contractual rights of an individual could 
be legally enacted.

CIENTISTS, especially of England 
and Germany, have been taking a 
great interest in the Wegener 
hypothesis, which holds that the 
continents are cakes of light ma- 

terial, loosely moored on the globe and 

floating abdut. They were all united in 
one super-continént during the car- 
boniferous: period, according to the 

Wegener hypothesis. » The land mass was 

slipping gradually from east to west. 

It moved altogether for a while. There 

was no Atlantic Ocean then and New 

York bordered on Belgium or some other 

point along what is now the’ European 

Coast, 

Finally some parts of the mass slipped 
@ little faster than the rest. North and 
South America began to float away. 
Australia and the Antarctic Continent 
broke loose from Africa and India, then 
Separated and drifted to where they 
are now. 

Even the South Sea Islands, Hawaii, 
the Azores and other isolated bits of 
land projecting up from thé floor of the 
oceans: are not entirely of volcanic 
origin, according to Dr. Wegener, but 
crumbs of the crust which stayed be- 
hind, instead of drifting away with the 
larger land masses. 

This theory was first put forward by 
Dr. Alfred ‘Wegener,. Professor 
Meteorology in the University of Ham- 
burg. Scientific workers usually dislike 
speculations that cannot be put -to the 
‘test, but this colossal guess has caused 
wide discussion in scientific publica- 
tions and was even the topic for a day’s 
argument by ‘the geological . section ‘of 
the British Association.

The Puzzle Continents. 


There are several plausible features of 
the Wegener thebry. First, few persons 
have ever looked at a map ofthe world 
without. noticing. that South Americe 
and Africa could neatly be fitted to- 
gether like pieées in a puzzle... The: other 
continents. and islands do not match 
up prettily, but this.is accounted for 
by Dr. Wegener on the, theory that in 
being dragged: about they were pulled 
and twisted out of shape, wrinkled into 
mountains, depressed..below. sea. level. 
Dr. Wegener. gave the name of Gond- 
wanaland to his one big continent. 

The strongest’ apparent evidence lend- 
ihe color to the theory is the fact that 
records indicate Greenland is, in a way, 
running wild. .It has moved’ west by 
almost four-fifths.of a mile in thirty- 
seven. years, according to observations 
made in 1870.and compared to.observa- 
tions in 1907. If this land mass has 
floated 1,200 meters, as the records in- 
dicate, it would show a - remarkable 
looseness between the outer «nd inner 
shell‘ of the earth in that part of the 


world. But rather than accept.such an, 


explanation, most scientists have been 
skeptical of the value of the longitude 
observations. Professor H. H. Turner, 


J who. discussed this theory at the meet- 


ing of the British Association,; advo- 
cated a. remeasurement of Greenland 
to see whether it had apparently kept on 
floating since 1907. 

The almost universal distrfbution of

Why the 
crust should not follow perfectly. the 
rotation of the’ interfor of the earth 
is a-difficult question. Believers in the 
theory. of Dr..Wegener have proposed 
many explanations. One guess put for- 
ward. by Dr. A. S. Eddington in a, lec- 
ture.on ‘‘ The. Borderland of Astronomy 
and Geology ”’ before the Geological So- 
ciety of London, was that: tidal friction, 
especially resulting from land-locked 
shallow seas, had:slowed down. the rate 
of: revolution of the earth.

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ALLENBY’S EGYPTIAN (CAMPAIGN FOUG 


ON SAME LINES BEFORE TUT-ANKH-AMEN’S TIME 


HEN General Allenby set forth 


on the campaign which was to 


wrest . Jerusalem | from. the 
Turk he led his ferces over a 
historic highway of armies, fol- 
lowed as long-ago as 1,600 B. C. by Te- 
huti-mes III. This Tehuti-mes did more 


than almost any other one man to in-‘ 


crease Egyptian power, conquering Asia 
Minor ds far as-the Euphrates and ‘caus- 
ing the wealth of the nations further, 
east to pour into Egypt.’ 

That strip of land over which Allenby. 
marched is one of the most famous bat- 
tlegrounds in the world. The natural 
gateway between Egypt and the Hast, it 
has heen fought ever by every _conquerér 
from the earliest days of recorded his- 
tory, Its .boundarieg, of ‘séa, “desert ‘and 
mountain were such that any military 
movement was confined to,. certain 
strategic lines. In the days of the Egyp- 
tians, the Crusaders and Napoleon all 
advances generally were along the: séa- 
coast. : ; 

Tehuti-mes is believed to have started 
from a point near thé present ‘site of Is- 
mailia, just west of the Suez Canal, 
Wwhete . there: was. a: great wall) ‘customs 
depot and a large military emp of the 
Egyptian army. . 

Tehuti-mes probably advanced. in one 
column, but Allenby: split, his ‘army in 
two columns on leaving the Isthmus of 
Suez, sending one along the coast and 
fhe other into the desert before turning 
north. His general plan of campaign 
was closely similar to that of the old 
Egyptian, who was supported on tif 
water by warships and on the right by 
Hight squadrons, as Allenby Wis sup- 
ported by his cavalry. “Allenby moved 
from two points .on the canal, one col- 
umn capturing El Arish on the coast, 
while the other went td Beersheba. ‘The 
coastal army ‘moved north, taking Rafa; 
Gaza,~-Ascalon and other towns then 
swinging inland toward .. Jerusalem, 
making @ Junction with the'army which 
had moved, no through the desert 
from Beersheba. 

Jerusalem was the decisive battle of 
Allenby's first campaign in the East. 
Although he later moved on and took 
Damasciis’ and “Aleppo, the capture of 
Jerusalem broke the Turkish power.

He 
met. them at Megiddo, some. distance 
fhorth of Jerusalem, and. routed their 
forces.

All that great territory acquired by 
Tehuti-mes had‘ been*lost .by the time 
Tut-ankh-Amen died. , Egyptian rule ex- 


tended: in Egypt no farther: than the 


fourth cataract, and in Asia only to the 
lands of the Phoenicians of the coast. 

So weak was Tut-ankh-Amen, .s0 
vaciilating th his‘rule,. Mr. Paton. shows, 
that the virtual dictator of Egypt dur- 
ing his time was. a, general, _Horem-heb, 
a@ man of great power and popularity. 
And. although Mr, Paton does not say 
80, this fits in with the theory that the 
short length of Tut-ankh-Amen’s reign 
might be accounted for by the possibility 
that he was assassinated. Horem-heb 
became: a king because of his. military 
prowess and personal popularity, the 
first man of real, strength to ascend the 
throne .since, the time: of Tehuti-mes, . 

Mr. Paton uses the Greek spelling ‘of 
Egyptian names, -which have been 
changed to conform with the spelling 
in previous articles. = 

“The: magnitude of this present’ star 


of the Egyptian stage (Tut-ankh-Amén) 


¢an. he determined onlyby. placing. him 
in the setting béfore which he played 
hig part,’ wrote Mr. Paton. ‘' That set- 
ting was for’the final act in the drama 
of the First Empire under which Egypt 
became a world power. Likewise, the 
remarkable* quantity and value of the 
plunder taken from his tomb may easily 
bé: accounted fer’ by..a short résumé: of 
the previous acts of that drama, 
‘Queen Hatshepsu, the fifth ruler of 
the séventeerith Dynasty, 1570 B. C., 
was; for Egypt and her successor, what 
Frederick WilHam I..was for Germany 
and his successor, She filled \the war 
chest. Joining no League’ of Nationg, 


centring the interest of big business in’ 


herself, carefully, scanning the budget 
and confining the “carrying of freight to 
her. own shipping,. she allowed Egypt to 
venture beyond her own frontiers ofily 
to fetch the gold and precious stones 
and spices and countless treasures from 
Somaliland and Arabia. Her only ex- 
travagance was the wonderful Temple of 
Deir-el-Bahari at ‘West Thebes, which 
was really her Treasury. 

“ She reigned part of the time jointly 
with Tehuti-mes III, her successor, and 
so strong was her personality that ‘he 
didnot alter the ‘fsolation’ of Egypt 
until. the “twenty-second year of his 
reign. Then he. began a series of 
eighteen campaigns, reaching~ from the 
Isthmus of Suez to the Huphrates. Of 
many of thése we have detatled accounts 
which are known as.‘ The Annals of 
Tehuti-mes III."*. He says also -that 
these records pvere sent to Thebes and 
by royal command were engraved on the 
walls of the great Temple of Amen in 
Karnak.

Thé ‘répresentative of Albariia, Midhat 
Frasheri, testifying to the efficiency of 
the ‘Sétretariat, said: justly: " In place 
of a state of anarchy from’ which ‘our 
country was suffering, thanks‘ to -the 
interference of various foreign countries, 
its’ condition has now become ‘one of 
perfect ‘trahquillity.”’’ “The Bulgetan 
spokésman, —M. Radéf, said: ‘Like 
every other State, we aré jealous of our 
independence, but we feel that it would 
be in no way jeopardized by submission 
to control exercised bythe. League of 
Nations; for we entered the League of 
our ewn accord.” Lord Robert Cecil, 
répresenting South Africa, made ‘what 
we. should call the keynote speech of the 
conference. He praised the Council for 
its solution of some baffling questions, 
sch as the neutralization of the Aaland 
Islands, the dispute between Poland ‘and

thrown all the bouquets ‘the: report war- 
ranted, with the most subtle ingenuity, 
he, revealed ‘the cowardice and evasive 
ness of the Council, Standing on the 
tribune, immediately : over Lord ‘Balfour, 
bending down toward the French dele- 
gation, with his natural stdop that dis- 
arms any suspicion of ‘poititedness, he 
said with fervor: “I rather think I have 
quoted béforé from'this tribune the say- 
ing: of a great Frenchman, ‘ De l'audace, 
de Vaudace et toujours. de l’'audace!’ 
That. was the prescription of a great 
man dealing with a time of great con- 
fusion and difficulty. I°pelfeve it ts 
essentially sound. I ’ believe that “to 
face these difficulties wé' need not only. 
prudence, not only caution, but courage. 
IT am profoundly convinced that. if we 
risk. nothing. we shall never achieve 
anything.’’

THE N. Y. BUILDING SITUATION 





This is: the third of four. articles ana- 
lyzing ‘‘ The -Building Situation. From 
the. Inside,’* by William Joshua Barney; 
Treasurer of the Building Trades Em- 
ployers’ Association and President of the 
Barney-ghlers Construction Corporation. 

The article discusses*the need of inter- 
change of ideas by builders.and closer 
co-operation between -géneral ‘contrac- 
tors and subcontractors in order to lone 
costs to owners: * 

“There is done. phase. of organized 
building industry that has always been 
a matter of curious contemplation on my 
part, namely, the small extent to which 
builders -co-operate with each other by 
the interchange of ideas or through the 
commdén development of improved meth- 
ods and means of doing business, both 
in ‘the fiéld and in the office. 

‘* Builders’ meetings | are. the . merest 
formalities in most cases. Our relations 
with. each: other, except as perhaps we 
may have developed here and thére per- 
sonal friendships, are. of the most casual 
sort. - Practically every other profession 
or iridustry has associations, societies or 
other means of interchanging informa- 
tion .of. value. to the industry as-a whole. 
Cost’ accounting: methods, officé organ- 
ization, plant equipment and: other fea- 
tures. are ‘fully discussed, and: informa- 
tion that would be mutually beneficial 
is interchanged and given.in open meet- 
ings and: discussions. 

‘There is practically no medium in 
the ‘building industry in New. York for 
such an interchange of ideas with the 
possibility of.developing what might be 
termed .a- professional spirit .and.pride in 
our work, and for Carrying on investiga- 
tions for the improvement of the in- 
dustry. 

‘* Some attempt was made last. year 
by. the mason, builders to’ develop this 
feature at their meetings, but’ this did 
not work out very successfully. Possi- 
bly the interests there were entirely. too 
similar or confined to too narrow a. limi- 
tation) On’the other hand, a monthly. 
meeting of ‘the. Building Trades Employ- 
ers’ Association, as a whole, for an open 
discussion’ of various. questions might 
develop a real esprit de corps -and 
lead to the interchange 6f much valua- 
ble data and‘.to the formation of ‘com- 
mittees for studying various aspects of 
the industry. 

‘* Furthermore, possibly in this way, if 
not. otherwise, it. might’ be possible to 
improve the relations betwéen what are 
termed the general contractors andthe 
subcontractors. 

** Undoubtedly, closer co-operation and 
understanding of the mutual, require- 
ménits of both would tend to lower the 
genéral contractors’. costs to the. owner 
without any final diminution «of: profit 
to the subcontractor, i 

“ A&A general contractor is placed in a 
peculiar position. due to the. unquestioned 
fact: that the subcontractoi* does not 
really begin seriously to sell his work 
until the metal contract - has beén 


awarded; nsequently, there is almost 
inevitably a déci “ote aléference between

the price ued by the general contractor 
in making his proposal and the ffnal 
price for which. the. subcontract. is ‘let. 
This.is aside from any market conditions 
upward or downward, and is inherent in 
the fact that when a man_ really géts 
down to. selling his proposal, his. price 
will look | differently.from ‘when -he is 
making. merely his first tentative pro- 
posal. On _the.other hand, subcontrac- 
tors, unquestionably feel that they’ are 
frequently: abused in: the way-that they 
are ‘**shopped ’’ by the general contrac- 
tors<and consequently. have to place in 
their: original proposal. some allowance 
for this inevitable -demand for:a lower 
price: Closer _ human’ :contact . between 


the subcontractor and ‘the general con-, 


tractor, either ‘thtough . this association 
or otherwise, would unquéstionably ‘tend 
to ‘clear’ up- many;‘of these differences, 
In a measure, the: same: remarks . apply 
to relations between. the material.dealer, 
manufacturer and ~ the various» con- 
tractors.’’ ;
